Fifty-Seven Men Buried Under a Mass of 


Earth, Coal and Timber. 


Digging for the Victims—Heart-Bend­ 
ing Scenes. 


D e n v e r , Col., Jan u ary 2 4 .—At C rested B utte, 
a sina i m ining cam p In Gunnison county, a terri­ 
ble explosion occurred this m orning.

AROUND THE FARM.

F E K T IL IZ A T IO X OF COTTOM. 


From the published reports of the results of 
many soc tests with fertilizers on cotton In 
Georgia. It Is shown that IOO pound# of fertilizer 
produces from 112 to 160 pounds of seed cotton, 
which Is not as Urge an Increase as a properly 
compounded fertilizer should give. Although the 
fertilisers used comprise those of many different 
manufacturers, they correspond closely In quality, 
and are mainly of two kinds, acid phosphates and 
ammoniated superphosphates. 
This uniformity 
bas been produced by the fertilizer law passed in 
Georgia, 
In 
not 
permitting 
any 
fertilizers 
to 
be sold 
there of acid phosphates 
con­ 
taining less 
than 
IO per cent. 
of 
avail­ 
able phosphoric 
acid, or 
any 
ammoniated 
superphosphate 
containing less than 8 
per 
cent, of available phosphoric acid, and 2 per 
cent, ot amnionia, and tile fertilizers sold there 
vary but little from these two kinds, some few 
having a small addition of potash, not over 2 per 
cent., and In most cases less. 
Taking IOO pounds of tim fertilizer used, which 
contains twelve pounds of ihoaphoric acid, three 
pounds of ammoula and two pounds of potash, to 
produce 160 pounds of seed cotton, which con­ 
tains four and one-half pounds of phosphoric arid, 
ten and one-quarter pounds of ammonia and eight 
pounds of potash, it shows that seven and one-half 
pounds of phosphoric acid are applied more than 
is needed by the plant, and that seven and one- 
quarter pounds of ammonia £nd six pounds of 
potash are needed in addition to that in the fer­ 
tilizer applied, or the soil will be reduced that 
amount of these articles. It would appear that 
the growers of cotton were using more phosphoric 
acid than was required, aud not as much ammonia 
and potash as was needed to promote the largest 
yield at the least cost. A fertl izei containing less 
phosphoric acid and more potash would not cost 
as much, and would produce more and longer- 
stapled cotton,! aud a larder proportion ot lint to 
teed. 
Experiments on pease with potash show that Its 
application produces more pod and fruit, and no 
more vine. 
Potash can be obtained In the New York and 
Boston markets in the form of muriate of potash, 
containing BO per cent. of actual potash, for $32 
per ton, or 3 16-100 cents a pound for actual pot­ 
ash ; and It appears In the report of the Connec­ 
ticut Board of Agriculture aud Experiment Sta­ 
tion for 1882 that the highest wholesale price for 
actual potash in 1881 aud 1882 was 4 6-100 
cents a pound In August, 1881, and Uie lowest 
wholesale price during the time was 3 24-100 
cents a pound In April, 1882, fluctuating between 
these prices during the two years. - • 
In the report el the commissioner of agriculture 
for the State ol Georgia potash is valued at six 
cents a pound, but this is its “apprqAAfle value 
in Savannah for the purposes of MR'arison.” 
This is 90 per cent, above the present market 
price in New York or Boston, aud it would be 
more for the interest ol those who use fertilizers, 
lf not for the manufacturers of them, to have the 
approximate values based ou the market prices 
at Hie principal p^rts of its sale. The cost of 
freight from these ports is well known, and the 
difference In approximate value is too great to be 
readily understood. 
As prices have materially fallen for all the 
articles which enter into the manufacture of fer­ 
tilizers, the con atune is should get them rn m- 
pouuded at proportionally lower rates. 
It this 
cannot be done, the different constituents ran be 
bought aud mixed in proportions as wanted. 
The a v a ila b ly of phosphoric acid consists in 
the fineness of manipulation of the phosplmte of 
lime in ^we-ground Charleston phosphate or other 
phosphatic materials. 
Insoluble phosphoric acid, so called, implies 
various phosphates not freely soluble in distilled 
water or ammonium citrate,hut they are soluble iu 
the water of the soil ; phosphoric

Again, good fences are a necessity upon every 
farm, both for the protection of crops and to save 
time in hunting for strayed animals. 
Any cause that takes the farmer and his em­ 
ployes from necessary Jailor, affects the general 
result upon tile principle that “time is money,” 
and time spent In search of est rays Is so much 
labor or time for labor lost from legitimate farm 
work; it causes a leak. Now, lf any farmers have 
any leaks of Hie kind designated, let them com­ 
mence repairs at ouce, and a year's experience 
under the new order of things will be of fliest! 
mable value in encouraging to better things.

F orest P lan tin g of W ast# P la ces. 
In New England aud the older-settled portions 
of the Middle States is much laud, in scattered 
tracts, so worn by cropping as to be worthless for 
tillage. The competition of Western products has 
put an end to the “skinning” process; it no longer 
pays lo “ruu ever” large fields for small yields. 
High manuring, the growth of large crops on small 
areas, the supplying of local mal kets, and the pro­ 
duction of special crops Is now the style of farm­ 
ing that pays in New Englau . But what can bo 
done with Hie waste lands, which are not only 
valueless for cultivation, but a source of expense 
(since they are liable to tax), and a deformity to 
the agricultural landscape as .well? 
Obviously, 
they should be given up to forest tree#. This will, 
to same extent, offset the wholesale, careless and 
often wanton destruction of our Northern forests; 
it will be a wise provision against future necessi­ 
ties of timber; it will have marked influence to 
save our falling springs and streams; by interpos­ 
ing obstacles it will In some degree sheller our 
houses, barns aud fields against the sweep of the 
biting winds of winter; it will add lo rural attrac­ 
tions all the year round. 
Aud Iraw the cue standpoint of pecuniary re­ 
turn, I believe there is bo other uee.to which these 
lands eau be so. profitably devoted. I hey are, iii 
present sham', of little or no value, and the cost 
of planting is comparatively small, 
'through the 
action of growing trees— by their shade; by Hie 
falling of their leaves and limbs, and by the 
bringing up of new matter from below through 
tin lr root#—the surface soil Is gradually Improved 
and iu time is restored to fertility, la some in­ 
stances abandoned land will gradually come into 
a giowtb ol young (recs through natural influ­ 
ences. But Iu these cases ihe growth is uneven 
and irregular. Generally the land will lie many 
years, producing stunted growths of weeds, briers 
and worthless bushes, bul with no indications of 
forest trees. The only effective way is to go at 
the work systematically; prepare the land aud 
then plaut it either with seeds or seedlings. 
Happily the cost is not great, and the process, 
ade qi 
dil 
em kinds and conditions ol soil. 
For the very {toorest of light, sandy land there 
is no tree that will grow so readily and produce so 
much of value in Hie same number of years as the 
white birch. Tins has popularly a low reputation, 
Horn the fact that It is commonly seen growing on 
impoverished land, but In reality it has many good 
qualities. The wood, wheil cut, split arid put under 
cover as soon as slightly seasoned, makes the best 
of fuel; and the timber, being very light and tough 
in the grain, Is useiul for many articles requiring 


reasonable accuracy; the proper proportion, also, 
for animals of different kinds, is known. If econ­ 
omy, therefore, were a matter of no consideration, 
It would lie a Simi Ie matter to figure out a ration 
which would ahold perfect nutrition for each class 


especially with some kinds, can be made quite 
rapid. As to varieties, some are adapted to difler- 


lightness aud strength—as oxy ukes,bow Is, wooden 
the si

aud tor this purpose hundreds of cords are used 
each year.

to ar 
readily upon the most barren, sandy knoll, where 
no kind of grass or weed would survive: I have 
now a Un illy plantation ou just such a site. The 
trees l)uve been set about twelve years ; at 
the ground they are three lo four Suches through, 
and iii a few years more can be profitably cut over 
for fuel. The maimer of setting these trees was 
as follows: The Land was ploughed In the ordi­ 
nary way; while tire ploughing was going on a 
man or boy lolloped in the furrow with a bundle 
of small birches, averaging a foot in length, which 
had been pulled by the roots; these he pressed 
into the son with bis foot upon Hie soft side of tho 
furrow, at a distance of four or six feet apart (Hie 
exact distance not being material). The next 
round of the plough would, of course, cover lip 
the roots, leaving the tops standing a little above 
the surface. 
In this way the trees were set nearly as fast as a 
team would plough, aud when the tree plants were 
got ready beforehand an acre might easily be put 
in iu a day by two hands. Scarcely any bf these 
trees tailed to grow. The trees lor transplanting 
are obtained nom seed. sell-sown, and springing 
up on worn out. sandy land, alongside of woods or 
near an old birch hedge; Hi such places they are 
often found glowing ti, lek as wheat in a field. I 
have such a plantation from seli-sowu seed, where 
it would seem there must be' hundreds of thousand# 
to Hie acre. Growing so thickly on light land they 
pull as easily as cabbage plants, although the 
roots, which run near the surface, are quite exten­ 
sive in proportion lo top. This young growth ex­ 
tends oui) so far as Hie wind blows the seed, 
usually confined to a strip not more than two or 
three rods wide, and beyond this line not a birch 
can be found. Such growths are very common in 
many parts of New England. It is said tiiat land 
may be stocked by cutting, at the proper time of 
year, old bitch tops filled with se ds, and scatter­ 
ing them upou Hie ground desired to be seeded. 
But I have never known of much success iii this 
way ; in faci, it an ears that the white birch ma 
tures seed that is fruitful only in certain favorable 
seasons. 
Tile wood from a plantation set in the manner 
described win do to cut in about fifteen years. 
Alter Ute first cutting ihe stumps will eacii send 
up a great many shoots, making the plantation 
much thicker than before; these new shunts grow 
very rapidly, and run up tall ana stralybt. 
T he 
shade and moisture caused by the growing birches 
induce the “catch" and germination of other 
species of forest trees, aud by the time Hie first 
crop of birches is ready to cut over, there will be 
lound upon the ground quite a sprinkling of white 
and ycl!«w pine, soft maple, a nu perhaps some 
oak and chestnut. The white birch has been no­ 
ticed at considerable length, because it can so 
easily and cheaply be made to grow, and lsspeclal- 
1 adapted to the poorest ana lightest kinds of 
soli. upon which scarcely any other kind oi tree 
could be made to flourish. Upon lands a lit!ie 
moister, aud in a slightly belter- condition, Hie 
while pine, our most valuable limber tree, can be 
readily mads to grow, 'the cones, bealing the 
seed, should be obtained in the fall of Hie year, 
from ok! mature trees; taken to a shed or loft, 
and spread until thoroughly dried: they are thou 
to be taken to a baru floor and thrashed or 
pounded, to loosen the seed, The ’aud intended 
tor the purpose, having been previously ploughed, 
the seed is to be scattered broadcast and thor- j 
ouglily har rowed iu. The Society of Shakers, at j 
Enfield, Conn., have now several acre* of thrifty 
young white pines upon land thus prepared and 
planted. 
The chestnut, another valuable timber tree, can 
be readily grown upon lUl.t soil if not too badly 
worn. The nuts for seed should be gathered as 
soon as possible alter they drop Horn the tree, as 
they should not be allowed to get dry liefore plant­ 
ing. I hey can be put into the ground immediately, 
or, what seems a better way, they can be placed at 
once in a barrel or box, mingled with two or three 
limes their lunk of rather moist earth: the I ariel 
should then be put in a cool, dry cellar and kept 
till spring. The ground should be ploughed if 
possible the fall before. About May I It should be 
harrowed smooth and fine; then marked off into 
straight drills four feet apart. 
The marker is 


2000 pounds (I ton), costing........................ $22 68 
for materials, to winch Is to be added the cost of 
labor for mixing, and the freight, or they can ne 
mixed in any other proportions, as wanted for the 
crop to be grown and Hie demands of the soil. 
With the present prices for fertilizing materials, 
there is no reason why a larger quantity cannot be 
used, and, with a proper application of them and 
a favorable season, a larger crop of cotton should 
not be grown, aud at less cost than In previous 
Fears.

L E A K ! i r o n T U E F A R M . 


It iB not uncommon to hear those who make 
farming, or, rather, attempt to make farming an 
occupation, complain that farming does not pay. 
If such cases are investigated, it will be found 
that the trouble bes, uot Id farming as an occupa­ 
tion, blit in the farn or himself. 
If a cistern had 
a pipe emptying into It at the rate of 10,000 bar 
rcls per year, aud had forty small pipes discharg­ 
ing at the rate of 12.000 barrels per year, It would 
be as reasonable to expect the cistern to be filled 
as to look tor success on the part of a neglectful 
fanner. 
It is an exceedingly difficult matter to succeed 
In filling a vessel with water if it is In such a con­ 
dition that the fluid leaks away nearly as rapidly 
as U Is placed therein, and every farmer knows it; 
but, at the same time, that self-same farmer,whose 
farm is subject to continual and numerous leaks, 
wonders why he cannot succeed as well as his 
neighbor does, or else complains that farming 
does not pay. 
In the first place, commencing with the begin­ 
ning of the year, if a farmer falls to procure and 
prepare for use a suitable quantity of fuel for Hie 
year, be can mark down a leakage which increases 
in volume just in proportion as he is obliged to 
omit more important work to furnish a temporary 
supply. 
To be compelled to suspend planting, 
boemg, baying or harvesting to get a load of wood 
and chop it is a drawback of a serious nature; it is 
a leak in farming. Another leak is occasioned by 
want of care of animals during winter, with a view 
of economizing fodder. 
An animal that is not 
carried through the winter in good condition 
will hardly more 
than get up in good flesh 
before the approach of another winter, and 
in 
the 
case 
of 
cows 
there 
is 
a 
great 
loss rn value and quantity of milk, and in 
oxen in the amount of labor that they are able to 
perforin, aud m young stock In the stunted growth 
which comes from poor care. Such a practice Is a 
teak in farming that is sometimes quite large. A 
ease comes to mind in which the winter was com­ 
menced with fourteen calves, and the spring 
found only seven alive. It is a serious leak that 
will allow a calf to slip away. The application of 
manure may be so injudicious that a large part of 
RS virtue becomes unavailable. That is a leak of 
the most serious nature. For instance, if a soil 
bf sandy or gravelly, if manure la ploughed In to 
any considerable depth, Its virtue is carried by 
descending water so deep into Hie earth as to be 
beyond the reach of ordinary crops. 
Manure 
lorms a very important element Iii ti e farmer’s 
stock in business, and its loss is equivalent to an 
extensive leakage. 
The proper cultivation rf crops Is a matter that 
presents itself very forcibly to every intelligent 
farmer. All growing plants abstract from the soil 
a certain amount of fertility, and so, lf crops are 
not properly tended, the fertility is entirely mis­ 
directed when it goes to nourish weeds, to the 
detriment of the cultivated clops, and this forms 
another leakage in fanning. 
lf crops are not harvested at the proper time 
their value is very much deteriorated. Hay may 
be allowed to stand until ail the starch, sugar and 
gums are converted into woody fibre, whereby the 
same is not worth for Ii oiling purposes one-half 
what It would have been if cut in season. This 
causes a serious leak HLth in Hie value of the hay 
and iii the t fleet upon animals that are compelled 
lo eat It. 
Ttie outline up or harvesting of corn may be so 
long delayed as to almost wholly ruin the fodder, 
whereby another leak is occasioned. 
Large Q u an tities of refuse material that would 


made of a piece of 3x4 scantling 8V4i feet long, 
into whieh three cultivator teeth may be inserted; 
a couple of straight poles are nailed on for tiiiiis, 
and It is then resay for the horse. 
The nuts at 
this time will be found slightly sprouted. As they 
are taken lrom Hie barrel they should be ruu 
through a coal screen lo tree them from the dirt; 
then taken in a small basket aud dropped, one iii 
a place, about a foot apart, Ai the drills made by 
the marker. They may be covered with a hoe two 
Indies deep, or * lib a very light one-horse plough. 
lf Ihe seed is good they will come up quite evenly 
in three or four weeks, 
the young plants should 
he cultivated and kept clear of weeds and grass 
tho first year. If desired beaus or gone oilier low 
crop may be grown between the rows the'first sea­ 
son; the third or fourth y<sr the trees are to be 
thinned out and transplanted. 
As to the after-growth and profit, the lion. Lem­ 
uel Stoughton, East Windsor, Conn., says: “My 
chestnuts, planted ta 1844- thirty-nine years ago 
— have an average diameter of 12 iuches at 4 feet 
from Hie ground, and the largest 16 inches. Suj>- 
pose an acre stocked with these trees, one to the 
square iod—160. Now $1 bu would be a fair val­ 
uation per tree at Hie nreaeut time. and we have 
I Box 180*=#240 lor the acre. Tile growth per 
year in money value has beeu near $6 17. or a 
little less than four cents per tree, each year of 
their lives. on the average of the thirty-nine years. 
But from ibis lime on a greater increase may be 
expected. My belt of while pines, transplanted 
tweuty-six years ago. having an average height at 
that time of three feet or loo#, uow measure (tile 
larger cnee) ten inches In diameter, four or live feet 
from Ute ground, and have a height, probably, of 
forty feel or wore, flickery aud Uiack-waluut I 
have raised to produce nuts at about twenty years 
{rom the planting of Hie seed—dot exact as to 
time, but near to It.” Ih e land upon which Mr. 
Stoughton's chestnuts were planted was a poor, 
worn soil, not worth, probably, at the time, over 
#16 per acre. I he annual rate ot increase for the 
crop of trues upon this laud, according lo the very 
reasonable estimate made, was w ar #6 17 from 
the lime the trees were planted. This would give 
an annual income of nearly 40 per cent, upon the 
investment 
lf this statement is correct, and 
there set ms to be no mlalake about it, there eau 
be no better business In agriculture limn Hie es­ 
tablishment of plantations of forest trees upon 
our waste lauds.-[Tribune.

I practically wasted; it is pasted undigested, if 
the albuminoid 
are iu excess, the sugarless Is 
j converted into carbo-hydrates.and there is no lias 
in digestibility; but as a.'.bumiaeus food is much 
' the most expensive, an excess of albuminoids 
makes Hie cost that mud) Bleater than nae ssary.

It IVI Vl Six IU IVIIH W J 
with Hie materials at his command, or at the least 
possible cost. Tills Is uot so simple a matter. 
Corn is probably the standard food In this State 
for all classt r of farm stock, except sheep, and in 
connection with fodder, or stover as they call It in 
the East, is doubtless the cheapest source of the 
necessary carbo-hydrates. 
But corn alone, or In 
connection with the fodder, is too poor in albumi­ 
noids to form a perfect ration for any class of 
stock, especially milch cows, which require a high 
albuminoid ration. A ton of corn-meai, according 
to careful feeding tests, contains of digestible 
substance, 164 pounds nitrogenous matter, 87 
wounds fat, and 1247 pounds soluble carbo-hy­ 
drates : or. assuming that a’l the nitrogenous mat­ 
ter is albuminoids, as one pound of fat Is equiva­ 
lent to 2.44 pounds carbo-hvdrates, we may say 
that a ton of eoru-meal contains 164 pounds al­ 
buminoids and 1459tpoui)ds carbo-hydrates. This 
gives a proportion of I albuminoid to nearly 9 of car­ 
bo-hydrates. Asimilch cows require a proportion 
of about 1.6. reckoning all the nitrogenous matter 
as albuminoids, oorii-rneal alone Is obviously too 
poor in nitrogenous limiter to form a perfect 
ration, its quality in this respect is not improved 
by the addition of Hie fodder. According to analy­ 
sis—I have no table giving its digestible constitu­ 
ents—corn fodder contains in one ton 60 pounds 
nitrogenous matter, 22 pounds fat, 780 pound# 
soluble carbo-hydrates, and 800 pounds crude 
fibre. Assuming that half Hie crude fibre Is di­ 
gested and a1! of theoHier substances—an assump­ 
tion thai is doubtless much beyond the fa c t-we 
find, by the process adopted above, that the albu­ 
minoid ratio is something like 1.20. 
The sortition of the fodder, therefore, does not 
improve (he albuminoid ratio of the grain Itself; 
on the oilier baud, It makes the ration still poorer 
in this respect. The other common rough feed in 
this State—wheat straw—is also very low in its 
albuminoid ratio. A ration composed of corn and 
fodder, therefore, Iii connection with a run at Hie 
straw slack, is uot a proper food for milch cows. 
It Is extravagant, from tho fact that Its great 
excess of carbo-hydrates is practically wasted; 
and It is injurious, from the fact that the cows are 
compelled lo over-eat iu order to obtain a sufficient 
supply of albuminoids. 
But corn arid corn fodder, together with a run at 
a straw stack, is undoubtedly the most practical 
and the most economical basis in this State for a 
proper ration for milch cows. The only question 
Is, How can we most readily and economically im­ 
prove Its albuminoid ratio? In Hic East they 
devote much lime todi cussing the relative W rit s 
of early arid late cut hay. clover, millet, etc.; and 
the audition of any of these in p ace of a part of 
the corn fodder, especially Hie clover or millet, 
would greatly improve Hie ration. But on the 
grain farms of south rn Ohio hay of any sort, 
whether early or late cut, Is seldom led to cows; 
and will) the great abundance of straw and corn 
fodder usually made in connection with the grain 
crops it is not economy to feed it. Tile ration, I 
think, can best be brought up to the proper albu­ 
minoid ratio bv the addition of some more con­ 
cent! ared food. 
Of Iheseconeentrated foods, rich in albuminoids, 
and easily accessible and convenient to handle, the 
west for the purpose probe Ply are wheat bran and 
linsi ed-caki meal. The albuminoid ratio of wheat 
bran is 1 .4.18, and of off cake meal 1:2.3. Be­ 
sides Its Ugh albuminoid ratio, the oil-cake meal 
has the additional advantage that a large propor­ 
tion of its carbo-hvdrates Is in the form of fat, 
which enters directly into Hie milk production. 
My object in Ibis article is not to determine ac­ 
curately the number of pounds of each article 
which should be consumed to form a perfect 
ration. Practically such accuracy would be use­ 
less, as not one farmer in IOO. perhaps not one in 
10IH), weighs the rough food Ins stock consumes. 
Usually it is abundant, and they are given all they 
will eat, 
It w ill be sufficient for my | ut pose to 
regard only Hie grain ration; but, as the straw and 
fodder consumed are very low iii albuminoid 
ratio, the grain ration should he somewhat richer 
than lf fed alo n e, or fed iii connection with good 
hay. Say for milch cows about 1 :4. (Hie part by 
weight of corn-ineal, two of bran and two of oil­ 
cake will have an albuminoid ratio of about 1 :4.5. 
If cotton seed cake can be obtained It Is still 
richer In albuminoids than linseed-on Re, having a 
ratio of only 1:1.6. But it can only be fed, I 
think, in limited quantities. I have no personal 
experience with it. 
For fattening animals the albuminoid ratio need 
not be so high as for milch cows. For cattle. I.lo : I 
for sheep, 1.9; for pigs, 1.7, bas been estimated 
as sufficient. For practical purposes, then, it will ! 
be sufficiently accurate to say. that the farmer 
iv tm w inters hts cows on straw and corn fodder 
should teed in conneouon with it a grain ration 
having an albuminoid ratio of not less than 1.5, 
or say one pound of oiicake and two of bran to oue 
of coru-nieaL—[Ohio Fanner. 


French Dairy N otes, 
Dairy .husbandry in France is making rapid 
progress. It suits, as a matter of course, in point 
of milk, near large towns and Industrial centres; 
in point of bulter and cheese, in districts where 
population is sparse, and grazing lauds superior 
to ceiea s or root crops. To have good dairy 
cattle an appropriate breed must be selected; and 
even Hie breed can be subdivided bilo varieties 
especially adapted for Hie production of milk and 
butter respectively. For example, the Ayrshires 
and Suffolk Duns do not produce the rich cream 
aud aromatic bulter of Hie Aiderneys, but they 
yield more milk—a capital quality tor a city dairy­ 
man. 
The points for a good milker are not those winch 
will captivate the grazier; Hie latter wants sym­ 
metry and roundness. As a rule, good milch cows 
are not at all “beauties;” they are bony, angular, 
scraggy almost. In France, the Ayrshires are 
more admired than patronized, and even wlieu 
crossed w ith Durluinis, the Fit nosh. Normandy 
aud Bretagne cattle are preferred; also in high 
favor rank Dutch cows, and the Holstein Breiteu- 
burg breed. Hie Jerseys are limited to amateurs. 
Columella, eighteen centuries ago, described in­ 
dications of a good milker, and which hold good to 
this day: The annual should be tall and long, belly 
wed developed, forehead large, eyes black and 
well cut,.horns well made and uniform, ears cov­ 
ered WUU balr. To these others would add: Head 
alert, eyes sharp, ears long, skit) fine and supple, 
udder large, teats voluminous, milk vein hulky 
and readily perceptible, tail long and well covered 
with hair, head shining, hut covered with short 
flair. 
To make milk cows must have much blood; to 
have much blood they must have good digestive 
powers—hence a good apt elite. Bm there cannot 
be good nut!Ilion will,oui good lungs, aud the lat­ 
ter, lo work well, must he large; lienee the chest 
should he voluminous. 
I have remarked that a 
good milker Is rarely well shaped; the legs are 
awkwardly asunder iu order to accommodate Hie 
udder. However, after yielding milk well, and In 
due time becoming dry, they fatten readily. Some 
persons attach Importance to the color of the coat, 
the darker being iu favor as better for butter pur­ 
poses. One main point to study, the nills veins; 
these will be iar er the older the animal grows, 
blit ll they are voluminous and “knolly,” such are 
excellent Aulicatlons. 
Iu the famous butter districts of France the aim 
Is lo have a dairy not luxurious, but clean and 
sweet. Many prefer having tho dairy underground 
in a cellar, us in Normandy and Flanders; tills se­ 
cures more uniformity of tempei alure. Iii Den­ 
mark the dairies are as lolly as twenty feet. The 
dairy, like a wine cellar, ought to be exempt Iroiu 
shaking, the passage oi carts, etc., and, above all, 
away from the neighborhood of liad smells. In Ute 
milk districts of the Jura, Switzerland, North 
Flanders, Holland and 
Holstein, cleanliness, 
shade and tranquility characterize dairy sites. 
Milk commences to be secreted by the cow 
towards the final period of gestation. It is a per­ 
fect food, containing as it does all Hie element* of 
nutrition. The Hebrews, like the Konians, pre­ 
ferred the milk of the goat lo thai of the cow and 
sheep; they also liked camel's milk, and, when 
sour, prepared an intoxicating beverage iron) It, as 
do the Arabs of the present day. The rid k of car­ 
nivorous animals is acid, that of Hie herbivorous, 
alkaline. Hueze says: "A cow well ted will give, 
during 28o days, an average of seven quarts of 
milk." -Schwerz asserts Dutch cows yield 2780 
quarts of milk a year. Fa is cousunies dally 400,- 
000 quarts of milk, representing 120,000 francs 
in value; and there are 7,000,000 cows iii France 
whose average yield Is two and one-half quarts 
per day. Cows yield most milk after their third 
calving, and when between 41/2 aud 5 years old, 
and cessing when l l or 12. According to Week- 
berlti), two cwts. of hoy will produce forty-five 
quarts of milk lf consumed by a good breed. 
iii the East luiik lorms a substantial diet not 
ouly for children, hut for all ages and classes. It 
is (lie emblem of abundance; iii the Hebrew it sig­ 
nifies tailless; hence, “a land flowing with milk 
aud honey.” To “ suck Hie milk of an enemy’s 
land,” Is to reduce it to sterility. Tile Easterns 
boll their meat iu milk, anil a common dish is a 
kid • ‘seethed In lls mother’s milk.” Leben is a 
curd prepared from slowly bciliug the milk, and 
then coagulating it with acid: it keeps well iii Uhs 
stale iii skin bottles, so is invaluable for travellers. 
Leben is oiten the sole article of diet for the poor, 
and the rieii eat it with salad and meat. 
Exposed to the air, milk absorbs oxygen and 
carbonic acid. 
We do uot know why It coagu­ 
lates so rapidly; some attribute It to ferment, 
Liebig to oxidation of the caseine, and Headlamp 
to animalcule. 
Tire tatter cense gains ground, 
Boussingault alleges that the milk of goats Hit­ 
ters from that of cows more in its principles than 
in its proportions, Sheep’s milk is rich in butter 
and albumen; mare’s in sugar of milk, aud Ult 
little cream; hence its marked alcoholic ferineu- 


fresh cheese, fifty of st rum, aevetuy-acveu of 
sugar and the remainder of water. In condensed 
milk, so much iu repute on board sh ip s, the object 
is to evaporate oue-fiflb of this W aler: then add 
two and a half ounces of sugar to caca quart of 
the reduced liquid, place in a tin box. reheat at a 
htglier temperature, and hermetically close.

W estern B eef and E astern Farm ing. 
Farming In the Eastern States is regulated by 
the West. 
The Eastern farmer may as well open 
his eyes to tbls fact first as last. The old methods 
we practiced before transportation was cheap­ 
ened as It is now, and the condensed forms of ship­ 
ment were thought of, can no longer be followed 
with advantage. Kaisiug grain to sell Is a busi­ 
ness of dubious profit; we cannot successfully 
compete with the West in this branch of farming. 
The truth is, the avenues or success in competing 
will) the great West are limited, and those which 
do afford any opening must needs he managed 
with skill and painstaking to make them pay. Tho 
average Western fanner actually wastes as much 
as the average Eastern farmer would require to 
keep his stock. The Western man may afford it, 
but the otlier could not. Farming cannot be made 
to pay In the older States unless everything is 
turned to the best account. 
No wonder farmers 
are anxious to know how they shall dispose of 
their surplus fodder, which Is an important item, 
and turn it into money. The refrigerator cars have 
done away with the last hope of st all-feeding cattle 
for beef. 
The field must be substituted lur the 
stall; gr ss for grain. 
No Eastern man can compete with either the 
plains or Hie prairies, and the refrigerator cars to 
carry Hie beef thus made to ills doors. In all of 
Hie villages and towns of the East along Hie rail­ 
roads, refrigerator warehouses receive tills beef, 
which has been slaughtered and forwarded oil the 
wholesale plan, and even the country butchers go 
tor it. and it is actually sold quite extensively to 
the farmers. The surplus fodder may lie turned 
to good account in wintering steers, but the sum­ 
mer must make Hie beef to he sold when the cir­ 
cumstances are against the great Western com­ 
petitors. If not sold In the summer ll must De 
ready for market before <ne cold weather causes 
depletion or meal Is required to keep up theeon- 
diiion. In our section we could not expect to turn 
off steers to the best advantage until aller the 
third winter by Hie economical methods of feed­ 
ing to use up the coarse lodtler. Tilts third winter 
is an ugly item in the transaction, and is lust so 
much against us. The Western farmer is finding 
out that it pays him to so breed his cattle and so 
feed them that they may be marketed before they 
are three years old. 
'J ne improvements In breeding, and the more 
liberal feeding uow largely practiced, enable tiiese 
beef-producers to do lins successfully. It cer­ 
tainly will pay us of Hie East to have good grow thy 
cattle for beef, and lo feed them well, 
w e are 
situated to make up for lack of food by better 
shelter than the Western farmer usually gives his 
sleek. This would apply to Hie cattle on Hie 
plains with more force, where they generally got 
“sin lug poor.” It would seem that the farm— 
although Its fields are fenced and taxed—with 
these odds and nearly onfrhSlf of the value re­ 
ceived for the steer expended for Its transporta­ 
tion, ought to be a successful competitor. The 
Western steer fills more mouths than that of Hie 
consumer. Iu Hie first place the buyer and ship­ 
per must have bis living; ut course he takes the 
chances on Hits, and it may be more or less ac­ 
cording as he buys and the market gives him 
margin. Then comes the, railroad company for 
its s ice, and the stoek-yarq for lls ‘‘stake.” The 
commission man who sells gets his percentage, 
and the wholesale butcher his profit, as well as the 
retailer. 
It the steers are reshipped to the Eastern market 
to compete with us, there must he another freight 
bill, another stoek-yard lee at each unloading sta­ 
tion aud at the terminus, where another seller’s 
commission and feed bills must be paid. Surely 
tins Is a load. There is als)) the percentage of loss 
by accident in transit and shrinkage, which must 
be added to the cost. It is (rue the consumer pays 
for ail this, but it makes the price, and at tins 
price cannot Hie Eastern farmer compete? 
Tile 
greatest trouble is the want of methods. 
As I 
have said, the old-fashioned way of feeding meal 
in the stall Is too costly to cope with the Western 
steer with all Its burdens, ^because of Hie cheap­ 
ness of Its cost before It begins its Journey to Hie 
Eastern inarkt I. T here is no more interesting or 
important problem for Iflt( farmers In the older 
States man to find out how to tm ize the fodder 
and at the same lime enrich Hie farm.

R insin g Calves w ithout Milk. 
The Inquiry leads me to give the results of my 
experience iu regard to rearing calves without 
milk. I have sold a good many spare calves when 
a few days old to neighbors at times, and hare 
always advised them lo use my method when I hey 
have been short of milk, and some of these calves 
are now good family cows, which never tasted 
I milk from the time they left my stables, when they 
I were, a w eek or ten days old. The method is as 
follows: “A few pounds of whole rye fioui (that Is, 
unboiled) is tied iii a cloth tightly and boiled for 
tan hours. It Is then put away iii Hie cloth to 
cool. When it is cool it is grated Into flour on a 
large grater made of a piece of sheet iron punched 
full of holes w illi Ihe end of a file. But this coarse 
bowtie/ away for use. 
One *uart of corn meal. one pint of oat meal 
and one pint of rye bran tire put into a kettle with 
two galims of water, and bo li d slowly for two I 
hours. 


on Hie range and gradually Win Hied. 
H aifa pint 
of Hie flo#r powder is (Ult imo a pol who a quart 
of water abd boiled until it is dissolved; a quait 
of the warmed mush. uot stirred up is added to it 
and cold water added to make tour quai is: a tea­ 
spoonful of sugar and one 01 salt are stirred in, 
aud the drink is given to.Hie calf milk warm. 
For a very young caif two quai ls is enough tor a 
meal, and il ls better to give three meals a day 
man to overfeed it twice. /Aile ifiuiough cooking 
prevents scouring. 
Oue cannot give raw meal to a young calf safely, 
as the young stomach calinut algist ii. 
Nor 
would I give oil meal of any kind, as it is too rich 
lo be digested. 
I have now a fine caif, 2 months 
old. reared in this way, with about one-lhird 
skimmed milk added, mine being scarce, because 
some is sold. Tire calf has never bei n scoured, 
or had any set-back, aud by actual training looks 
for its little mess of cut lory and meal—a small 
handful—when the cows ape led, and it eats it 
well and healthfully, aud thrives and grows well, 
too. 
I have one cow now w ith lier second caif, 
whlcn was raised in this way. and she is as good 
as any I have, and not a cow which I now have, 
and I reared all of them, has ever tasted any milk 
but skimmed after slip was 5 days old. One of 
them made 675 pounds of bulter from May, 1882, 
to December, 1883, and between two calves, now 
being about lo calve again, allis cow now has a 
heifer calf a week old, and Is giving eighteen 
quarts of milk daily, and is wit yet un to her hest. 
Bn that not only can good cows lie reared without 
cream, nut even without milk.—[Henry Stewart In 
Country Gentlemen. 


E d u catio n for th * P eople.

A vast agricultural people, struggling 
10 wlu not only their own bread but that of the 
dwellers In cities as well, having to contend with 
and needing to understand the almost endless 
varieties of soil and fertilizers, weathers and sea­ 
sons, crops aud markets, methods and impiove- 
nieiits, timidly questioning whether they would be 
allowed lo teach something connected with their 
occupation la the common school, which their 
money supports, and to wine!) they are obliged by 
law to send their chi.dram 
Our present system 
starts out on the supposition that a1) are going to 
he educated for some profession. They must have 
so much (and altogether too much) mathematics. 
Then - ome grammar, parsing, history, physiology, 
Latin, etc., etc., and the higher a boy goes In the 
educational institutions of the day tr.e farther 
lie gets from anything that regales to agriculture. 
Now. to come to

poiBT 
abruptly, is it 
not time the whole tiling was turned over, time 
that the lal oring people, th# taxpayers, the sov­ 
ereigns of this land, took Hie matter in their hands 
and taught their children something that they 
need to know to be useful me rn liers of society? 
And supposing it extended to cities aud covered 
the whole thing, would it be any more ridiculous 
for children ta cities to learn Hie elements of some 
useful cailtug than for fanners’ sons and daugh­ 
ters to learn the tables of Trpy and apothecaries’ 
weight, cloth measure in foreign countries, ex­ 
traction of roots and a lips I of needless tilings, 
any of which, it Urey ever wanted it, they could 
learn ten Heres while they would ire learning to 
raise a bed of onions? It is time this nutter was 
talked plainly iii th* grange and through Hie press, 
aud that farmers, instead oi being contented will:

M e thods of R aisin g Potatoes. 
I often see In your paper that there is a great 
variety of opinion in regard to raising potatoes, 
size of seed and cultivation, borne advocate large, 
while 01 liers pi tier small potatoes for seed, think­ 
ing Him Hie) are as good or better Hisn large ones. 
They may raise good crops from small seed for one 
or two years, but it they do not obtain their seed 
from those that do lake pains to select large Seed, 
i think they will soon fled their potatoes run out 
and become small. 
Why do we select a nice,well- 
shaped ear of corn for seed, not always the largest, 
but the best developed? Also, why screeti wheat. 
oats, etc., to secure the plumpest and best seed 
to plant or sow? (At least we should It we do not.) 
We thereby raise a better quality 1 f gram, and 
more of it, from year to year. I do not wish any 
one to infer Uiat we should take the largest pota­ 
toes lor seed, but those of a good marketable size, 
of nice shape, free from warts, scab or any other 
deform fly. Having my seed selected, I cut them 
to single eyes, or, at most, two, and plant them iu 
drills three feet apart and fifteen Indies apart in 
the drills, having the drills deep, in well-ploughed 
and ihorougtdy-pu Iverlzed soil. I prefer a piece 
that had corn on the previous year, well ma­ 
nured and ploughed In for that crop, and kept 
under good cultivation during the season. 
On 
, potatoes I use some good commercial fertilizer 


that has plenty of potash in it, and use it liberally 
—400 or SOO pounds to the acre. This will help 
keep the wire-worms away, and will increase Hie 
yield of potatoes In size and quality, I ani quite 
certain. 
I harrow as soon as I see the first plants 
breaking the ground Witt) a smoothing harrow, to 
kill all tile weeds that may have started. 
I culti­ 
vate often, whether there are any weeds or not, 
until they are in blossom. I have never failed 10 
raise a good crop of nice smooth potatoes, and 
there was always a ready market for them. I 
often get considerably more Hisn market price for 
them, which Is quite an advantage In a season of 
plenty like this. My crop averaged about 500 
bushels per acre this season. 


tnfltranc* of th* W eather on Cron*. 
The weather exerts great influence upon crops, 
and each crop requires more or less a different 
climatic condition for its perfect development. Au 
excess of water in the soil preveqls such develop­ 
ment, and causes a Joss of idtrates ana other sol­ 
uble plant foods in the drainage water. 
Deeply- 
rooted crops, such as wheat, red clover and man­ 
gels, are best fitted to resist drought, while slial 
low-rooted crops, as grass and turnips, are those 
which suffer most from It. 
in a damp, cold sum­ 
mer the harvest is always late, growth having 
taken place slowly iii the deficiency of light and 
heat; the season is often too short for maturing 
the crops. A knowledge of Hie climate bes! sillied 
to each crop is of great service to Hie cultivator 
in selecting crops for any special location. 
Thus 
wheat requires hot and dry weather for its 
ripening period, while oats will ripen in a damp 
atmosphere. 
Mangels require heat and will re­ 
sist drought, while turnips succeed best in a cool, 
moist air. The character of the winter lins more 
or less Influence on that of the following season. 
Hie soil loses nitrates to a considerable extent by 
drainage during a wet, open w inter. 
Hoot devel­ 
opment is prevented by excessive moisture. The 
wheat crop Is usually in a backward condition 
after a wet winter. 
Iii adverse seasons a good, 
rich soil Is the farmer’s only hope. With plenty of 
plant food to induce a great amount of vitality in 
the plants, crops will often succeed in producing 
advantageous yields when those on poor soils fail 
to mature. Boor soils yield their best results iii 
seasons of slow but continuous growth, when the 
crop has a long time in which lo collect Hie seamy 
supply of food tlrejr contain. I astint seasons, witn 
an early harvest, only soils well supplied with 
plant food can produce full crops.

In scalding hogs does science teach that if the 
water is a little too hot the balr will not slip, that 
It Is set, and must be shaved off with a knife? 
Every farmer should know these things and they 
must be taught. Do any of the graduates of any 
agricultural school know that in building a stack, 
of hay or grain it must be kept fullest in Hie 
middle ami trod down? 
Do tm y know flow to tie 
up and stack wheat! Do they know how to whet 
a scythe? Do they know that if the blade is 
whetted tip and down it will not cut off the straw 
clean, as it should be whetted from the heel to the 
point? Do they know how to lengthen 0. shorten 
the plough gear so Hint the plough will not 
cut too deep nor too shallow? Do they know 
how 
to 
put 
up 
a 
rail 
fence 
so

at 
the corners to snag the stock? Do they Know 
how to put up a stone fence so It will stand, and 
that Hie long rocks ought to bo put crosswise the 
fence to act us braces, and if this is done it will 
not tumble by settling?

Science teaches them that the 
hypotenuse of a right-angled triangle is equal to 
the square of two sides, but tbev have never seen 
the amplication of this rule; thus they build a 
house pointing every way but Hie right way.

perience teaches us that with a t n-Toot Dole a 
house can be squared in five minutes. We meas­ 
ure eight feet on one sill and then make a notch. 
lf the ten-foot pole just readies from notch to 
notch that corner is square; the other three cor­ 
ners treated In lim same way will be square, and 
also the house. 


F a cts in P each Culture, 
P. M. Augur, who has planted at different times 
during the past forty years uiue peaeh 01'chard#, 
gave a very interesting experience with peaches 
at Hie late annual meeting o! the Connecticut 
State Board of Agriculture. Each one of those 
nine orchards was cultivated according to the 
method considered best al the time. One orchard 
was killed by the cold of winter, because of Hie 
soft, sappy grow th of wood, due to over-tnanuring. 
Another orchard, comprising seedlings only, pro­ 
duced well, but the fruit was uot equal in quality 
to the best budded varieties. An orchard located 
on poor. thin land, yielded an abundance of fair 
fruit. 
Among conclusions deduced from a long 
experience and expressed by Mr. Augur was 
the one that budded peach trees are quite as 
hardy as seedlings, and no more subject to the 
yellows; also, that both early and late frosts are 
escaped by planting at high altitudes. Mr. Augur 
now plants healthy trees of cfi ice varieties upon 
high land; cultivates moderately in Hie early part 
of Hie season, avoiding a forced late growth, 
which is liable to be destroyed by the cold of win­ 
ter. Culling back to strong wood is done regu­ 
larly by Dun during the w inter after the leaves 
have tullen. Ile plants late varieties upon south­ 
ern slopes lo ensure the full maturity of the fruit. 
Potash was the fertilizer advised. 
Borers should 
be kept dug out and the trees washed with lime 
waler aud soap to prevent Hie d posit of eggs. 
The plan of setting a peaeii orchard with alter­ 
nate rows of pear trees was commended, as the 
peach trees will have passed their days of useful­ 
ness in time to give extended space to the pear 
trees when these require it. 


R u st in O range Groves, 
In a special report on soils and products of 
Florida, Mr. William Saunders has a word to say 
regarding the fruit that is covered with rust. He 
says: “The cause of this Is still somewhat a mat­ 
ter ol dispute; a prevalent opinion attributes it to 
a microscopic insect which is found on the dis­ 
eased fin its.; others again maintain that it Is an 
incipient fungus growth, like Hie mildew on Hie 
gooseberry, aud the pear fungus,which causes the 
cracklngof some varieties of that Irult. I observed 
that iii some cases only one side of tile tree 
seemed to lie seriously affected, and the fruits 
in tire interior <1f Hie tree, where they were well 
protected, seemed to be entirely exempt. Again, 
trees were noticed wiuijcusted fruits ou ail sides, 
which seemed equally adfected. 
In tracing the origin of maladies of this kind, 
close observation is necessary to distinguish con­ 
sequences from causes. 
It is now well known 
that the lowest forms of animal life, such as fuugl 
and bacteria, may generally be found present in 
diseased organisms. 
It is also maintained by 
many physiologists that the presence of these par­ 
asites denotes decomposition or discase, which 
may have I heir origin from oilier causes, and that 
therefore tnev are consequent upon, and not the 
cause of disease. Dusting the trees with lime and 
land plaster-, showering tire leaves with whale-oil 
soap ami decoctions of tobacco, are remedies said 
to be found useful; these are well known to be 
effectual in destroying fungoid growths. There is 
need for further observation before finally decid­ 
ing on the origin of this malady.

P oison ed Provisions. 
It Is not uncommon of late to find in home and 
foreign papers reports of serious poisoning from 
canned provisions put up in tin, as most of them 
now are. Tills tact naturally suggests the idea 
that with increase of competition in the growing 
trade has come tile use of tin adulterated to a 
greater degree. In general, however, tire poison 
is not present In sufficient proportion to prove 
speedily fatal; and it remains tope known what 
would be the action of repeated small (loses long 
continued. 
Bul sometimes there isa case of im­ 
mediate mortality from this cause. One of Hie 
latest was that of Julia Nunn of Pimlico, Eng., 
17 years old, w ho died soon after eating canned 
salmon. A post-utortem allowed Hie internal or­ 
gans in a stale of “extreme Inflammation.” The 
la ndon Agricultural Gazette gives further par­ 
ticulars: “ The pot Dom which the salmon mid 
been taken was denuded of its tin. The Un was 
dissolved from the iron, and, nitrate of tin haviug 
been formed, the salmon had become decomposed, 
The jury returned a verdici Uiat tile deceased 
vas poisoned by tinned salmon.” 
Conditions 
would Improve lf canners would use the best tin 
instead of the poorest—until glass becomes suf­ 
ficiently cheap in Hits country to serve as a substi­ 
tute.

cut sorts may be variously extended, according to 
tile preferences of dill rent persons aud the adap­ 
tation of soils and localities- 
Sixty pounds ut beets or mangels will keep a 
cow one day, and a tun will, therefore, keep a 
cow one mouth. Th t ty tons of mangels or beets 
is by'no mean# an uncommon crop with good 
farmers. That is equivalent to Hie feed of five 
cows for six months—from November to May— 
from the produce of oue acre; or at Hie rate of 
fi v e c o w s th e year round for t*o acres. Perhaps 
it would be nard'to find a more useful crop. 
Besides, these roots are entirely tree from objec­ 
tion in anv way, and produce the best of milk. 
Livermore Herald, December 27: The Alvarado 
Beet Sugar Company, it is reported, iniends to 
establish a dairy rn connection with lls sugar 
iactory. The commencement is to be made witn 
160 cows. Hie company now work 10,000 tons 
of beets, giving sufficient refuse to feed 500 cows 
all the yeai round. 
Custom-house statistic show that over $1,000,- 
000 worth of eggs were imported into this coun­ 
try for the year ending June last. 
The Champaign (III.) Sugar Works report 151,* 
OOO pounds of raw sugar as the crop of 1883. 
Froiessor Sanborn of the Missouri •Agricultural 
College claims to have proven by a long prac­ 
tice that corn fodder has a practical feeding value 
of two-thirds to three-quarters that of good hay. 
Sheep have great averstou to moist, wet land, 
as they have to muddy barn-yards. Hence It will 
always pay to have a dry surface for them to run 
on. They will liardly ever voluntarily go through 
the water, and should never he uiad^ to do, un­ 
less In a case of emergency; but In auy event they 


should always have dry places to run In for the 
night. 
Imported German cabbages are very popular In 
New York this wluter. They are superior Iii size 
and flavor lo tire naiive cabbage#, with heads 
more solid also, The foreign cabbages command 
double tire price of American specimens. 
The action cf the Massachusetts and National 
Patrons of Husbandry In excommunicating, for 
“irregularities,” Grange Nil. 38 of Boston, which 
the Homestead says was used “as a means tor the 
personal aggrandizement of Dr. Luring and Ids 
coadjutors,’’ lias been generally commended by 
tire tai rn journals of New England. “ It proved 
that the order can no longer lie subordinated to 
the selfish purposes of any man or party.” 
The Farm and Garden reminds those who are 
allowing themselves to be carried away by enthu­ 
siasm on the poultry subject, that because a man 
keeps twelve liens a year and makes a profit of 
$12, it by no means follows that he can keep 1200 
hens at the same time arid clear $1200. With 
large flocks comes, almost Invariably, Hie crowd­ 
ing of tlicin Into close quarters and the consequent 
development of disease. 
A well-recommended food for laying hens is to 
use one part ground oats, one part corn meal and 
one part fine brum Mix with bolling water, first 
adding a little salt and atahlesp<H>ir(jjl of copperas 
water, for every ten hens. 
Give this in the morn­ 
ing, and at night feed whole corn and wheat. 
Parching Hie grains one® or twice aweek is also 
very beneficial. Give a little meat and ground 
bone, as well as pounded oyster shells ut least 
three times a week. 
If fow ls are too fat for laying cease feeding corn 
and use ground oats, moistened with warm water, 
for a morning meal. Feed nothing at noon, aud 
and at night give good sound wheal. 
Never let poultry forage ana shirt for them­ 
selves for at least ten days before killing, for they 
are apt to range in ham yards and pick up filthy 
food, which permeates all through trie bird, and 
its flesh frequently becomes so tainted that it is 
unfit to be eateu. 
Enough helloing should be provided for sheep 
kept Iii warm basement#, so that when lying down 
their wool will not come in contact with masses of 
their own excrement. Not ouly does It soil the 
wool, but the heat whieh Is thus engendered is 
hurtful. The pile of manure should be cleaned 
out several times during the winter. 
With plenty of good corn fodder and a little 
grain, cattle will need very little hay, and none 
but the second crop of clover is suitable for cows 
giving milk. Cows will usually eat the hay that is 
taken from horse mangers, and apparently relish 
it about as well as if given to them fresh. They 
will eveu pick out bits of flay that flave been in 
tire horse manure heap. 
From our own ext erience, says a writer, we are 
convinced tout more stock can be kept on a small 
farm by raising corn aud carrots than by raising 
any other crops. 
It is claimed that a free use of parsnips as feed 
for milch cows has contributed largely to making 
the superior milk aud butter qualities of the Chan­ 
nel Island cows. 
Ari Orange county (N. Y.) dairyman has tested 
the matter aim found that Ills milk, sold at 3Vfc 
cents per quart. Was as ’mod as butter—allowing 
twelve quails of milk to a pound of butter—at 
twenty-eight cetus per pound. 
lf pigs are kept from the wet and allowed plenty 
of straw they will see to It that no serious Injury 
results lr 
cold. The one tiling that a hog wilt 
not endure is a wet bed in cold weather. 
Yet this 
is a mistake often made by farmers, though not so 
commonly now as was Hie case formerly. 
The British Medical Journal says cows drink 
filthy water tor Its saline taste, aud proposes an 
antidote in the shape or rock salt kept ale ays iii 
reach of the cows, and we suppose it would be a 
good Idea to have the salt near tire place where 
good water is to be had, so as to attract the cow to 
that location. 
Taking the country over, neglect and starvation 
is the fate of most orchards. As a result the trees 
lack vigor, and so are unable to resist attacks of 
blight, yellows. b!a< k-knot and oilier discases. 
Tire grafting of apples and pears, Charles Down­ 
ing say#, may be carried on successfully through 
the wluter whenever the weather is uot lreeziug 
and the wax can be worked properly. 
The green scum that Is left on low lands after 
rains Is a sign that Humid acid bas formed, winch 
is a deadly poison to plants. Such soils are always 
riel) in vegetable .natter, and when drained are 
the most productive on the farm. 
A Gennai) paper states that the penetration of 
roots in drain tile, winch sometime# occasions 
much trouble, may he prevented by covering tire 
joints in Hie vicinity of trees ami shrubs and red 
clover, with earth in which a little coal tar flus 
beeu distributed. 
J. S. Woodward of Lockport, N. Y., has grown 
tills year a crop of six-rowed barley, estimated at 
eighty bushels per acre. This was on four acres, 
which lie heavily manured for mangels last year, 
The effect of the manure and high culture the pre­ 
vious season shows that all Hie virtue does not 
go out rn a root crop. Tile barley on adjoining 
grouud after corn and potatoes yields sixty bushels 
per acre. It is all very plump, and will weigh up 
to the standard of forty-eight pounds per bushel. 
After many years experimenting with the cab­ 
bage aud its pest this is the result: To each gallon 
of water aud oue heal ed teaspoonful of crushed 
saltpetre dissolved iu hot water. Apply with the 
baud to the centre of the plant and as often as 
necessary—three 
applications are usually suf­ 
ficient, a week or ten days apart. This destroys 
Hie green worms, soon causes Hie butterfly to 
cease depositing eggs, and helps the cabbages to 
head.—[I,. Grover, I rank in county, Vt. 
No C hinese farmer ever sows a seed of grain be­ 
fore it has been soaked in liquid manure diluted 
wild water, and has begun to germinate; and ex­ 
pel ience has taught him tiiat this operation not 
only tends lo promote the growth aud develop­ 
ment of the plant, but also to protect the seed 
from the insects hidden in the ground. 
Cotion-seeU meal ought all to be consumed in 
our own count ry, instead of expor> ing so great a 
proportion of it, as it is not ouly a highly-nourish­ 
ing but a health-keeping 
food. 
The oil Iii It 
lui.rlc.ites (he bowels of animals, and keeps them 
iii good condition, while Hie other elements of 
which it is composed assist iu .building up rite 
muscles rapidly, but it should be fed sparingly, 
aud mixed with either bran, middlings, oats or 
other meal. From a pint to two quarts per day is 
a (air ratio with other food, according to the size 
of Hic animal. 
A Maine paper says that one bushel of sugar 
beets mixed with nine bushels of apples makes a 
eider richer and of a superior flavor lo Uiat made 
from apples alone, and that sugar-beet Juice eau 
bu converted into vinegar iii tim same manner us 
cider. 
Boroglyceride Is the name given by Professor 
Barff 01 Kuglaud to a new and powerful antiseptic. 
or disinfectant, which lie has lately devised. 
It is 
said to consist of a solution af boracic acid Iii 
glycerine, hi Hie proportion of sixty-two parts of 
the acid to nluety-two parts of glycerine. The so­ 
lution is effected by tire prolonged a lion of heat 
on Hie ingredient#, the temperature being main­ 
tained a little snort of Hie Dolling point of the 
glycerine. The solution is said to have power­ 
ful antiseptic properties. For ordinary purposes 
of disinfection, oue par t a1 Hie boroglyceride in 
forty parts of water is recommended. 
The Connecticut Farmer says teat Mr. Hrastus 
Bailey of Little Compton, K. I., bas kept lOoO to 
to 1200 hens duriug the past live years, and 
realized from each an annual profit of $1 16. The 
poultry interest in that towu is largely develoned, 
aud flocks of 300 to 400 (including turkeys, goese 
aud ducks) are common. 
Nesaler lias repeated part of his well-known ex­ 
periments on the effect of various salts upon the 
quail!y of tobacco. The present experiments con­ 
sisted of a comparison of the chloride, sulphate 
and nitrate of potassium in this respect, as well as 
I of a few’ other fertilizers.

T w o Im portant Inter* > t. in Conflict. 


T he Chinese question has long since been dis­ 
placed In Calif.irnla by another of a different 
nature, and of equal, if not greater, im portance. 
it is now asked concerning political candidates: 
"H ow does lie stand on the debris question?” 
The whole S tate Is affected by It, nod everybody 
is an interested partisan on one side or the other. 
The question Is an outgrow th of h y d r id e min­ 
ing. aud involves a gr< a l i i i .iiiv condition* that are 
little understood by Eastern people. California Is 
devoted principally to milling ami agriculture, aud 
these two interes s have.com e Into a conflict, tho 
result ol which will be apparently Hie alm ost lotal 
destruction 
of 
the 
w eaker 
party. 
Tills 
state 
of 
things 
arises 
first 
flora 
Hie 
geography of 
Hie country. 
Hie S.icram enio 
and San Jo aquin rivers flow son Ii and north re­ 
spectively through the centre of the Slate, d rain ­ 
ing Immense tracts of the best, farm ing land In the 
world. 
In the w inter heavy rains occur, and both 
the e great valleys are liable to floods every year. 
O rdinarily Hie Iu ds of th e rivers re deep enough 
to carry off tho superfluous w ater, aud little 
or 
no 
dam age 
or 
Inc. uvetilence 
is 
ex­ 
perienced. 
But 
since 
Hie 
introduction 
of 
hydraulic 
ruining 
a 
great 
change has been 
etlected In Hie rivers and lauds along their banks. 
The I eds of Hie rivers have been lining up, the 
floods consequently growing in re extensive, aud 
the lands throughout tile val ey have te e n covered 
with a deposit of soil that I* totally rn.tit for fan n ­ 
ing purposes, aud injures the original land to ail 
extent piuportiouale to the depth of the uqw de­ 
posit. 
Everybody knows a little about hydraulic m ill­ 
ing, but no one not resident In California can 
realize w hat it really m eans and am ounts to. 
For 
years the highest skill of engineers lias been called 
upon for the construction of Imm ense dam s far up 
in 
some 
plateau 
of 
the 
m ountains, these 
artificial lakes often m easuring 
many miles 
iii 
circum ference. 
Tm u 
I ruin 
the 
lakes 
a canal Is made, conducting the w ater through 
miles and miles of Humus ami ditches, curving 
everyw here and g"tng back on Ii* course, hut 
aim ing to arrive filmily at a point directly above 
Hie mine. 
These canals vary In length from leu 
to ninety miles, and cost fortunes to build. 
From 
the top of Hie miue the w ater descends through 
Iron pit es and is otseha god with terrine force 
against the side of Hie hill, tearing out rocks and 
gravel and 
gradually w earing the hill away. 
T he w ater and gravel are carried aw ay through 
a series of sluices,'and iii these the gold nuggets 
are d etailed . 'I lie debri* is received by the rivers, 
anil gradually fills tip the beds. 
Not univ does 
thl* cause the overfl w upon farm ing la ids. b i t 
the tine gravel, or "slicke s,” Is cai l ied hundreds 
of uiiivs. aud in tim e would ch luge Hie geography 
even of 
the 
sea-coast. 
F or Nan 
Francisco 
bay, over 200 miles 
from 
the 
m ines. I us 
perceptibly 
filled 
up 
w ith 
shckens during 
the 
l a s t ’ few 
years, and 
the 
Sacram ento 
and other rivers usually navigable for a great dis­ 
tance have in Cl ine to a g reat exte it unnavig­ 
able. 
Yet when in the w inter season the valley is 
covereu with w ater, large steam boats ml^hi sail 
for a hundred mile* In any direction over arable 
lauds of tl.e highest value. 
Many towns and cit­ 
ies have been mure thau threatened with deluge, 
and vast sum* or money have been expended In 
dam s and levees for protection. 
TI e fanners began Ion*! ago to protest and tako 
action against these evils. 
The Legislation in­ 
vested the m iners with special right* in the use 
of the land they occupied aud developed. 
But as 
one of the dr veioi moots seem ed to be the spread­ 
ing of pulverized lava, clay and gravel all over 
Hie great valley, Hie tan n ers went to court w ith 
their prote t*. 
As a rule 
the courts upheld 
the 
tan n ers, 
and 
injunction 
after 
in­ 
junction wa* served on 
the sn peri iteudeuts 
of Hie mines. 
All this am ounted to was Hie ap ­ 
pt .Im m eat of a new superintendent on the clay 
after the Injunction was 
crvcd aud the mml.ig 
work went steadily on. 
Loopholes seem to have 
been left in many judicial decisions by whit Ii Hie 
m iners uiighf escape. 
It becam e the one im por­ 
tant consideration iii the el ctinn of the Judiciary, 
ami associations were forme., of farm ers for pio*e* 
cm ion aud oi m iners for the defence of rights 
claimed ny both sides.

Tilt* com pany Is one of Hie most extensive hi Hie 
Slate, Hie cost of the construction of canals, en­ 
gines, aud all Hie outfit tor w orking the mine 
being over $12,OOO,OHO. 
Judge saw yer recently 
l-sut d a perpetual injunct.on again*! them , aud 
the case now goes to Hie N ational Supreme Court. 
M eantime the California peo| Ie are Jubilant 
or depressed according as 
ihev

the m iners or farm ers. The present decision lier- 
lints tho com pany lo pennon for ii lelease of the 
injunction, provided th a t a t any tim e they shall 
flu.I sunn way to dispose of the sht'keus w.tin ut 
spic..ding them allo v er ihe country. 
M easures 
are being taken to provide sue.! a me! hod lur 
hydraulic mining, altogether too profitable and 
exi en su e a business to be eulir. ly abandoned. 
It costs about lliiee cents per cubic yard to 
work gravel beds by Hie hydraulic process; there­ 
fore any d irt th at pays more tliaii three cent* a 
yard can be w. rked i m utably, 
liver 53,Obt»,uoo 
cubic yards ol earth are annually worked and 
dum ped into the rivers Iii Hie Sacram ento valley 
alone, and the dam age already done lo fa m in g 
lands I* estim ated all the way from $3,000,HUO to 
$ 16,(100,000, aud much of this dam age ll is too 
late to rem edy In auy way.

the equator. W hen the SworUbsh left Shanghai 
the m alt steam er, winch connected with tile over­ 
land route iron) India, was ai the entrance of the 
riv. r w aiting for the turn < f Hie tide. 
Yet the 
Nwordtish heat the mall by over six d ay s, aud 
br* ag. I the first report oi h er own sailing. Cap­ 
tain Crocker, who com m anded the Swordfish at 
tbe tim e, is no 
In this city, wharfinger of Battery 
wharf, aud, though over seventy years of a g e ,is 
as agave ou Ute ta e l as most men al forty.

No more pathetic story has come from the 
scene of the wreck than that told by Mr. TIBBETTS 
of (ffe wife who begged her husband to save him­ 
self lf he could, as there waH no chance for them 
both, so that he might care for their four children. 
It w;as an Instance of rare heroism, in which the 
love of the wife and the mother overcame all love 
of life, and all mere animal clinging to life, 
which Is stronger usually than the intelligent 
desire to live. 
So, in tile wild rush of the 
panic-stricken people, at a time when calm 
decision Is a quality-most rare, she weighed the 
chances and saw that life for her husband meant a 
flappier life for her children than if she were 
saved. But stern fate had no pitv on her devotion 


and her heroism. The waves swept h r off tho 
vessel aud swallowed her up, and he, after en­

L A P S E D L A N D G R A N T S. 


The test vote on the land grant question in the 
House seems to have committed Congress to a 
policy of rigid enforcement of all land grant for­ 
feitures. Public opinion Ion* ago decided ftiat 
the railroads should not be Dem itted to gobble up 
vast tracts of land In defiance of law and equity, 
and it is high time for Congress to take hold of the 
m atter In earnest, and force them to let go their 
hold on the public domain. They never had any 
right to the land in the first place, for the 
good and sufficient reason that Congress never 
bad 
any 
right to 
give away 
the people’s 
birthright. Perhaps 
our 
purblind 
statesmen 
may some day get their eyes opened to the truth 
that no man has a right to levy blackmail on the 
cultivators of the soil. Meanwhile they can do 
some good by curbing the avarice of the land 
grant railroads that want the earth and are fast 
acquiring It. The New York Tribune Is In a state 
of wild alarm because of the prospect that some­ 
thing may be done in the interest ot the people, 
and says: 
"Congress being Democratic, that Is to say, 
pretty much Communistic, it is naturally deluged 
with bills to take away from railroad companies 
lands and other property 
previously granted. 
When capitalists give reasons for opposing these 
measures, their presence about the Capitol excites 
the Communists as the waving of a red flag does 
a mad bull. When they decline to appear they are 
said to treat Congress with contempt. 
And if 
they venture to observe that they have some 
rights of which Congress cannot deprive them the 
suggestion Is termed intolerably insolent.’’ 
The esteemed Tribune does not even know what 
"Communism’’ means, but applies the term in- 
discrinlnately to every measure that aims to pro­ 
tect the people from robbery and 
curtail the 
power of corporations. That Is, perhaps, the 
Tribune Is Ignorant of what constitutes commun­ 
ism, but that Is taking a lenient view of the case. 
It Is more probable that the outrageous misappli­ 
cation of the term is intentional, and that the pur­ 
pose of the Tribune is to cast odium on Demo­ 
cratic principles, and arouse prejudice against the 
party ana Its efforts in behalf of the people. Ac­ 
cording to the Tribune, any one who objects to 
having 
bis 
pocket 
picked 
by 
a 
rich 
robber 
is 
a 
Communist 
and 
a 
member 
of the dangerous 
classes. 
Tho 
Tribune is 
pleased to admit, because It cannot plausibly 
deny, that In some cases land grants have lapsed 
by non-fulfilment of conditions, but follow’s this 
admission with the declaration: "But a large pro­ 
portion of the bills pending have no other ann 
than to wrest from the holders property of which 
It is feared the courts would finally declare them 
the rightful owners." 


Y'es, it Is to be “feared” that the courts will 
back tip the railroads. The United States Supreme 
Court is so constituted that it examines the rights 
of corporations with a microscope, and views the 
wrongs of the people through a reversed telescope 
of great power. It is to correct some of these 
judicial aberrations that Congress has taken hold 
of the land-grant question.

He prevails numerously, nis prevalence ex­ 
ceeds that of the members of any other profession, 
He numbered at the time of the last census 
85,671, though there were only 64,137 lawyers 
and 64,689 clergymen. Consider what an amount 
of pills and powders and villilnously-sinelllng 
compounds that army of 85,000 doctors means. 
And the ranks of the army are being Increased all 
tile time by the graduates of 126 medical colleges, 
which, In 1881, sent out 14,500 young gentlemen. 
as proud of their "M. D.’s" as they were of their 
moustaches. 


Portioning out the population In the communis­ 
tic method, there 
are 
enough to give each 
physician a circle of COO patients. The majority 
of the 85,000 would probably be glad if the dis­ 
tribution of their patients could be carried on In 
this way. The proportion of doctors to patients 
Is much larger in the cities than it 13 for the 
country at large, as professional life always 
crow s into these centres. 
In Boston, for instance, there are 950 physi­ 
cians, an average of one for every 420 Inhabi­ 
tants. The proportion grows larger going West, 
for the professions have crowded to the new 
Western countrv Id larger numbers than there 
was any need for their services. Indianapolis 
lias one physician for every 259 Inhabitants, Kan­ 
sas City one for 332, and Denver one for 260. 
Sparsely-settled Colorado, for all Its reputation 
as a health resort, furnishes, along with Its won­ 
derful air, physicians in the proportion of one to 
340. 


These figures do not present a very inviting out­ 
look to the young men who are sniffing from afar 
the odors of the medicine case, but the profession 
Is not more crowded than other callings. 


T U B ISSU E IN ISSA.

G O -A S-Y O U -PL E A SE E D U C A T IO N . 


W’hat a knowledge-thirsty people the Americans 
are, to be sure! Ly d ia B lood’s favorite observa­ 
tion very well describes their chronic condition. 
They all "w ant to know.” The result is an un­ 
counted D um ber of 
sporadic, irregular. Inde­ 
scribable educational means which can only be 
characterized 
as “ go-as-you please ” methods. 
They are mainly of late growth, and they multiply 
with astonishing rapidity. In plan they are all 
very much alike. They have an organizing, super­ 
vising head that maps out a course of study or 
reading, followed by students a1! over the country, 
and keeps watch over their progress through 
correspondence. 
The Chautauqua course of reading and study 
was one of the earliest of these, aud It has had 
marvellous success. Its students are scattered 
from ocean to ocean and are numbered by the tboti- 
aud. The Society to Encourage Studies ut Home 


bas been at work for ten years and has its corre­ 
sponding students diligently following their course 
of study In cities, towns, villages, farmhouses, 
among all classes of society. Though Its member­ 
ship Is confined to women It bas nearly 800 
students. 
The 
Correspondence 
University 
is the latest organization of this kind. 
It 
offers 
an 
elaborate 
course 
of 
Instruction 
In all collegiate 
studies, 
with the 
different 
branches, from agriculture to Hebrew, under 
the superintendence of well-known specialists 
and university professors. Verily, In these latter 
days the mountain of knowledge runs up and 
makes haste to Mahom et and knocks at his 
front door. 
And now there is announced 
a "Summer 
School of Travel” for teachers, who are to re­ 
solve themselves into a kind of perambulating 


normal school, with a regular course of study to 
be followed by others at home, who cannot go 
on the journey. 
These are only a few of the 
large number of such societies. There are also 
Innumerable reading clubs that study special 
authors. Altogether, their name Is legion. 
Of a truth, the American people not only want 
to know, but they are determined to find o u t

George Law, and What Became 
of His 300,000 Muskets. 


John C. Fremont and Jessie Benton, Their 


Residence aud Their Family. 


Thomas H. Benton's Successful Battle 
With Consumption. 


N e w Y o r k , January 23.—I saw the President 
a few minutes this morning at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. He has considerably changed in the last 
two years, having quite lost the heavy, beefy ap­ 
pearance that lie had at the time his name was 
sullenly suggested by Conkling at the Chicago 
Convention. Rut he scouts the talk of being seri­ 
ously ill, and says, "On the whole, I arn Just as 
well as ever. 
I eat well and sleep well, aud any­ 
body who can do that generally is well.” 


The B ee In George Luw'a Ronnet. 
Do you remember when the Herald christened 
George Law "Live-Oak George,” nominated him 
for the presidency, and then convinced him that 
he was popular? Hundreds of needy persons 
traded on his vanity and credulity in those years. 
la w was worth $10,000,000 when lie died. 
Wiien lie was 13 he footed it Into this town with­ 
out a cent In his pocket. He worked as a steve­ 
dore on the docks for his first dinner—tile 
very docks he was destined to own. In six months 
lie had saved $100. In a year he had $1000. He 
started ferries and built High bridge. I remem­ 
ber the old man well. Tall and broad he was, 
hardy and m uscular; had coarse features like 
Vanderbilt, and 
dressed shabbily. 
When lie 
walked he rushed, and when he ate he ate like a 
savage, or like one of the hairy Saxons of old. 
Captain Clark, now In the service of Rufus T. 
Bush, oil merchant, told me yesterday about his 
partnership with Law. 
"During the Mexican 
war," lie said, “Hie United States government 
contracted for 300.000 flint-lock muskets, but 
just before they were delivered the war suddenly 
came to an eiuL and the government refused to 
receive them. The contractor nut them up at auc­ 
tion, and sued the government. 
George Law 
bought them at the absurdly low price of fifty 
cents apiece, and had them changed to Minle 
rifles, with caps. I made a bargain with him for 
25,000 for $4 apiece, and started witn them fur 
Lopez, who was then fighting down in Uragtiay. 
With him I contracted to sell them to him at $7 
apiece. 
The only difference between us was 
whether they should be delivered or paid for first. 
I had heard of his tricks, and refused to run the 
vessel ashore till I had my pay. He fell Into a 
terrible rage, wanted to fight, and I left. 
“ I took Ute guns to Brazil and tried to sell them 
to the Emperor. At a private audience I made 
some good shots with them, but Dom Pedro 
laughed and said he was a peaceable man. 
"I took them to Europe during the Turco-Rus- 
sian war. but wben I was just going up through 
the Dardanelles into the Black sea, ready to sell 
to either belligerent, I didn’t care which, hanged 
lf I didn’t get news that the Malakoff was taken 
and that war was over, too! 
Those old muskets 
were wonderful peacemakers. As soon as they 
put In an appearance mcu ceased to fight. 
"Then Law took ail tim muskets to Cuba to sell 
them to Lopez, and while he was tryiugto get 
them into port Lopez was caught and had his 
head cut off, and that was the last of him. At 
last Law started with those muskets for Califor­ 
nia, around the Horn. He stopped at Valparaiso 
for water and a revolution broke out that very 
morning—in time at last I Tne Chilian govern­ 
ment 
immediately 
put 
down 
the 
insur­ 
gents 
and 
seized 
George Law’s 
muskets 
as 
having 
a 
criminal 
intent. 
Ascertain­ 
ing 
the 
m istake 
afterwards, 
they 
apolo­ 
gized and offered to return mein, but Law refused 
to receive them and brought suit for their value, 
and got It, and more, too, probably. I have some­ 
times lain awake nights and wondered how Chili 
could have maintained her independence, much 
more How she could whip Peru and Bolivia, while 
her army Is afflicted with those large-bore mus- 
ketcifies, with a muzzle that you could put your 
thumb ta and a breech that would knock over a 
mule. 
I fancy, they must cunningly have ex­ 
changed those weapons with the nations around 
them before the fight began."

A. T heatrical Rebut. 
Last night I went to see Miss Emma Latham, the 
California milllonualress, as Constance in "The 
Love Chase” at the Star. She Is crude, but she 
Isn’t bad.

Twenty-eight years ago 
I made their acquaintance during that memorable 
campaign when the young "Pathfinder” was sur­ 
rounded by the enthusiastic youth of America, 
and tliis I had renewed more recently since their 
settlement In New York. 
The residence of the Fremonts Is a modest 
white house, perched high on the Inside of the 
broad road that winds through trees along the 
New Brighton beach, and its front windows com­ 
mand I wide reach of the New York bay and the 
estuary of the Kill Von KulL 
There are two sons and a daughter In the house 
of Fremont. Tho eldest son, J ahu Charles, or 
“Jack," as lie is familiarly called at hoihe, lives 
with his handsome wife and two sturdy boys up 
the Hudson, 
lie Is in the navv, aud his duties are 
connected with the arrival and departure of stops 
In tills harbor. His younger brother, Frank, is a 
lieutenant in the army, stationed up iu Montana 
Territory, whither he has taken the|young wile he 
recently captured In New York—a daughter of 
John D. Townsend, the lawyer. 
Both of the boys 
closely resemble their father. "W hen Frank went 
West,” said Mrs. Frembnt, “I suggested that he 
stop and call 011 General Sibley In Minnesota, 
who had never seen lifui. He did It; called in 
citizen’s dress, and said: ‘General Sibley, who ain 
I?’ ‘You’re a Frem ont,’ said the general; ‘there’s 
no mistaking you. 
How is your father?" Tile 
sons are both tall, black-hahed, black-eyed, and 
"bearded like a pard,” and they both, like their 
sisters, siiow strains or their Gallic blood—tho in­ 
fluence of their grandfather, tim poor, scholarly 
Freii' h gentleman, who came to Virginia at the 
beginning of Hie century and fouud their grand­ 
mother In lier teens. 
Mrs. Fremont, that "Jessie Benton" the men­ 
tion of whose name in the notable campaign of ’56 
always evoked a cheer, holds her own remarkably 
well. It doesn't seem possible that she could have 
made lier famous runaway-match nearly forty- 
three years ago. 
She was a handsome blonde 
when she ran away from thq headquarters of ‘ Ola 
Bullion,” in Washington, and joined tile fortunes 
of the youug explorer; now lier hair Is as white as 
snow, but she shows few indications of aging, aud 
talks as brilliantly as ever. 
I should not violate social canons by saying so 
much of a personal nature, about people whose 
guest I have been, for the gratification of mere 
curiosity; but the Fremonts are objects of affec­ 
tionate and

I once said to Mrs. Fremont that it was fortu­ 
nate she was the possessor of such prime health, 
as It had enabled her to be of so much help first to 
her father th* ti to her husband. 
"No, you mistake me," she replied. "Unfortu­ 
nately I nave no secure health. 
I belong lo a con­ 
sumptive family and inherit strong pulmonary 
tendencies. In fact, I have bled at tile lungs my­ 
self and saved my lite only by a fight of years. 
As I expressed much surprise, she said: "Yes; 
my father was a man of tremendous energy and 
resolution, and people generally suppose him to 
have been robust. He never was. He belonged 
to a family of eight children, of whom five died of 
consumption before they were 21.” 
I asked her how Colonel Benton got out of "the 
line of promotion." 
"W hen he was 8 years old his father dted of 
consumption, and when his brothers followed, 
one after another, it set my father to thinking.

He always attributed his e* 
cape to out-door air aud exposure. 
"Well, after I was married, my life was do 
spalled of, too, and the doctor Intimated that mj 
time had come. 
I quit civilized life at once and 
went and joined the general on the plains. Thai 
kept me alive undoubtedly.

"So It was with our youngest boy, Frank. 
Ha 
went Into law, and had much ambition In its 
study, but suddenly the old symptoms came upon 
him, and the doctor told him he must quit Hie law 
office if he would live. Reluctantly he took the 
hint, and went Into the army, where he eau live 
out of doors as much as lie likes.” 
I said that Colonel Benton was such an Inces­ 
sant and profound scholar along certain lines 
that I Duel supposed that his life must have been 
nv-stly sedenta v. especially during the years 
when he was editor of the Missouri Inquirer. 
"He always Kept up Hie habit of free exercisl 
In the air,’’ said Mrs Fremont, "but it made him 
comparatively strong, so that he could pursue 
long studies. I remember readd)., through to him, 
in Freud), the sixteen volumes of the ‘Causes 
Celebres of France,’ whllnfie made an abstract of 
the cases." 
I reflected that, perchance, the multitudinous 
duels that "Old Bullion" felt compelled to fight in 
those good old dSys, when it was considered tho 
proper tiling for any man to Kill an editor, must 
have given him a good deal of exercise, and may 
liav had some influence in keeping him alive. I 
asked General Fremont the. other day if John 
Bigelow’s allusion to lits duels in the "Campaign 
Life of ’GO” repelled the Quakers from lit Ai, and 
he said: "N ot at all, I ani sure. The Quakers 
are sensible people. When I gathered that fine 
army of 6o,000 around me In Missouri, several of 
Hie foremost young Quakers of Pennsylvania 
Joined me, and put on the uniform and took tip the 
sword, at the risk of expulsion from their church. 
Probably some of them actually were expelled." 
"I remember,” I said, “ when' we thought it was 
rather hard for you to be relieved of your com­ 
mand iii Missouri for takitig the very same attitude 
of hostility to slavery that Liucolb himself was 
compelled shortly to take.” 
"I don't allow myself to talk much about my old- 
disappointments,” said the general.

He 
added that he would advise every woman of 80, 
if she should have an offer til the next ten years, 
to accept it." The next nay, It was added, before 
a ladles’ association, when taken to task, he had 
taken back what lie said. Mgr. Capel said: "Tho 
first part of that is correct, but Hie last part ex­ 
actly tile reverse. My views on the marriage Ho 
are, briefly, that women were made by God 
Almighty to bo either married or to become nuns, 
and that there Is no such state as old maid recog­ 
nizable. My advice to all young women is to «c-

Secrets of the Mormon Endow­ 
ment House Disclosed 


lysterious Disappearance of a Swedish 


Maiden and Her Affianced Lover. 


A Massacre by the Danites and Indi­ 
ans Unknown to History. 


For nine years Rev. D. J. McMillan, superin­ 
tendent of the Presbyterian mission' work In 
Utah, has lived anions the Mormons, gaining an 
insight into their real life and customs, such as 
could only be obtained by working a i one them 
for the purpose of winning them from tho clutches 
of their religion. To a Cleveland Leader reporter 
Mr. McMillan related many things of great inter­ 
est about the Mormons. “ In tile first place,” he 
said, “newspaper men, congressmen and other 
persons who go to Utah for the purpose of study­ 
ing Mormonism very seldom see any of the worst 
and most important features of this institution. 
■Working among them for nine years as a mission­ 
ary, I have had ample opnorfunlty to see all its 
iniquity, and I know whereof I speak. 
The po­ 
litical and civil power of the Mormons is increas­ 
ing rapidly all along the Rocky Mountain range. 
They are already strongly rooted 
in Nevada 
and Colorado, and Hie Territories of Montana, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, Idaho, Wyoming and 
Washington, and hope ere long to gain the balance 
of power in all of them. Sixteen thousand of tneir 
people could be spared from Utah to colonize Col­ 
orado, and yet tliev would have absolute control 
of Hie tonner. Their number is rapidly increasing. 
Tile natural increase of population by reason of 
polygamy is very much greater than is usually 
supposed, and from 4000 to 6000 converts are 
secured every year from other countries and from 
other parts of the United States. 
“ The Mormon priests scruple at nothing, and I 
have been threatened with peril in tile pulpit. 
They have absolute control of all elections. 
No 
Mormon has the privilege of voting according to 
Ins own sentiments, but he must obey tile priests. 
in whose hands be is supposed to lie,body and soul. 
The forms of election are gone through with, but 
all the chiel officers are 
VlrtuuUy A p p o i n t e d b v ( h e C h u r c h . 
To show you how completely Utah Territory Is in 
the hands of the church I will relate a bit of his­ 
tory that came under my observation in 1876. A 
young Swede came to this country at about that 
time and settled Iii Iowa. Ile prospered, and sent 
back to his old home for his girl, who had prom­ 
ised to be Ills wife before he came across the 
ocean. 
She 
received 
his 
letter, 
but 
bad 
some 
difficulty 
iu 
obtaining 
tho 
where­ 
withal to pay 
her 
passage. 
Tile girl was 
simple, pure-souled, rugged and possessed of an 
ordinary share of comeliness. One of Hie numer­ 
ous Mormon missionaries sent to Europe to work 
for the church saw her and made her a friendly 
proposition, to tile effect that she might go to 
America, free of charge, with a vessel-load «f con­ 
verts hp had obtained. She accepted the offer and 
arrived safely in tills country. 
The crowd of 
converts, mostly women, were seut by rail to 
Utah. 
When Iowa was reached the Swedish 
furl 
was 
not 
permitted 
to 
leave 
the 
rain, sue was taken to Utah and concealed ny 
some of the priests. Her lover, in the course of a 
month, learned how his intended wife came to 
America, and, leaving His farm, he came to Salt 
Lake Ct y, where I wan. Some one sent him to 
mo, and I helped him all I could. He had found 
where she was secreted, obtained a stolen inter­ 
view with her, and laid plans for her es ape. 
He 
carne to my room and asked me to wait during the 
evening for his return, as he was to hung the 
girl back with him. and I was to marry them. 
Tile young Swede, firm, resolute 
and 
Joyful 
at his success, left me at G o’clock in the evening. 
I wailed nut ii 2 o’clock in the morning, and then 
started out to look for them. I hunted through 
the city for nearly a month, but they were gone— 
swallowed up and removed from earth In the 
twinkling of an eye. 
It is my lh rn conviction that 
they were murdered by (he Danites or avenging 
angels, the bloody servants of the priests, who 
Dad probably made what is teim ed the 'blood 
atonement,’ 'which proclaims that heresy aud 
apostacy 
S h >»It be E x p ia te d W ith m o o d , 
Brigham Young laid down the doctrine that it 
was better for an unbeliever to be murdered than 
tor him to live out of the faith of Hie Mormon 
sliurch. It Is not now safe for a Mormon to desert 
Dis church, and only a few years ago apostacy 
was sure to be met by tile sudden and mysterious 
death of the backslider ut Hie hands of the saints. 
Three terrible massacres have occurred through 
the instumentalitv of the Mormons with the 
help of their firm allies, the Indians. 
Two 
of them, those of Mountain Meadow and Morus- 
ites. are wed auf hen! lea ted. The other, which oc­ 
curred more than ten year* ago la the valley 
where the town of Toquerville now stands in 
Utah, has never been ferreted out. The Mormons 
kept it a profound secret, but it is casually spoken 
of from tfme-tn time in their conversation, aud I 
beard ut it accidentally. 
I have tried to learn all 
the particulars relating to It, but have been only 
partially successful. As near as I can ascertain, 
a little'settlem ent which stood In tile beautiful 
valley was suddenly, on one fine summer’s day, 
transformed Into a slamrhter-pen, in which Hie 
Danites and Indians figured most conspicuously. 
I Judge that every man, woman and child, to tho 
number of twenty or thirty, were ruthlessly butch­ 
ered. as no one besides Hie Mormons have ever 
been heard to mention the occurrence. I think no 
account nor even announcement of fids mysterious 
massacre has ever been published. 
“Missionaries, Instructed to secure as many 
women converts a-- poss hie, are sent from Utah 
to Europe every year. By representing to the 
simple creatures that In going to Utah they will 
be received into an enlightened community, living 
iii Hie midst of peace and plenty, where they w ill 
have unlimited liberty and ail the rights of woman 
in choosing a husband, their consent Is gained. 
W ithout the women know ing it the missionaries 
obtain their photographs, and send them to Utah. 
At the Sunday services in the temple, 
T b ete Pictures arc 
Displayed 
from the 
Pulpit, 
and all good Mormons who need fresh wives are 
requested by the bishop to step forward and in­ 
st eet them. Each one has to pay the passage to 
this country of the woman whose picture lie 
chooses. 
He keeps the photograph and identifies 
his new wife among (lie crowd landed at the rail­ 
road station. Right iii Salt Like City I have seen 
pure-minded young girls brought to Ut.Ii by 
Urn false representations of the missionaries, 
dragged 
shrieking 
and 
struggling 
from the 
cars by Wilful Mormons, placed In wagons and 
driven away’. 
What could the Gentiles do to pre- 
te n t it? The Mormons have supreme control 
tin re. The marriage ceremonies and initiations 
Into the church are pertormed at the Endowment 
House, in the Temple. The utmost secresy is 
maintained, but the mysteries OI the Endowment 
House have been revealed to me, lf to no others. 
The first step the converts are obliged to take 
Is to swear away all allegiance to the national 
government, amt place themselves entirely at 
the disposal of the Mormon church. They are 
also obliged to renounce the obligation of all 
oaths administered in . Ivil courts, making them 
absolutely useless as witnesses or Jur rs. This is 
done lo protect Mormonism, with all its instiiu- 
tlons, from conviction iii court. Converts are not 
bound by oaths administered lit the Endowment 
H oustvbut the most fearful penalties are there 
Imposed) 
on 
disobedience 
of 
the 
church 
commandments. 
Much 
has 
been 
surmised 
about Hie marriage rites performed at this 
secret place. , I kuow what they are, and 
say to you that they are as bad as they can 
be; that they shame even the most shocking cere­ 
monies of any of the former Pacific islanders. 
The ceremony lasts from 8 o’clock until 4 o’clock. 
Several years ago the anti-Mormon women of 
Utah and the United States petitioned Congress to 
crush polygamy. Soon af let ward a petition was 
seut to the same body by the Mormon women,ask­ 
ing that the institution he fostered and encour­ 
aged. 
I asked some of the Mormon women why 
they signed the lust petition, aud was told by them 
that though they 
Prayed to God to Rem ove the Curse 
from them, they were obliged to sign their uames 
to tile paper or suffer untold penalties. Mormon 
women are divided into four classes. First, those 
who are low enough to live rn any condition, no 
m atter how degraded. Second, fanatical women, 
who have been deluded Into the honest belief that 
tliere is no hope for their souls unless they adhere 
to 
the 
Mormon 
church. 
Third, victims of 
polygamy. Fourth, women born 
and 
reared 
in the Mormon churches. Their condition is 
sad in Hie extreme. The men are constitutionally 
opposed to labor of any kind, and Hie women are 
obliged to support themselves as well as their hus­ 
bands. They work in the fields ami perform labor 
for the Gentiles. At one time a wife of Brigham 
Young washed my cloth Rig every week. I will 
tell you another mciuent 
which shows 
the 
power of the Mormon church. About twenty 
young 
men, disaffected Moi mons, threw off 
the yoke of the church In 1875, aud pre-empting 
some government land In tne San Fete valley, In 
the southern part of Utah, settled there with their 
wives and children. Brigham Young went down 
there in June and ordered them to surrender the 
territory they occupied. They refused, and a week 
later a tribe of Indians allied to the Mormons 
surrounded the little settlement, cutting the 
horses loose from 
the ploughs and 
driving 
tim 
men 
In-doors. 
A 
charge 
was 
made 
on 
the 
houses, 
apd 
they 
were 
captured 
with but little bloodshed. 
The Indians carried 
all the women and children away and handed 
them over to the Mormons after driving the men 
out of the valley. The husbands and fathers were 
Informed that thee could not £alu possession of 


their dear ones until they surrendered their land, 
rejoined the Mormon church, and paid all the 
back tithings due from them. Holding their wives 
and little ones dearer than life. they were obliged 
to conform with Brigham Young’s 
demands. 
Young took this occasion to Impress a lesSou on 
his people. Ile Instructed tnem that 
God lim ! Given H im A ll the T.und 
in tho Territory, and that neither the national 
government nor all the powers In hell or on earth 
could wrest it from him. He carried his assump­ 
tion of power so far that no Mormon can today 
build a house or plant a t ee without the consent 
of tne church, ami lie once said that if he chose 
to exercise Ins authority not a woman in the Ter­ 
ritory could darn Hie lied of a stocking without 
first obtaining ids permission. 
“ The Mormon sciiools amount to almost noth­ 
ing, all the teachers being obliged to Join the 
church and pay tithings. There are numerous In­ 
stances of children being turned out because their 
parents refused to allow them to study the Book 
of Mormon. la spite of this 40 per cent. of all 
Hie school taxes In Utah are paid by Gen­ 
tiles. The only schools there worthy of the 
name are those established by the mission­ 
aries. These mission schools represent live Cnns- 
tion denominations. The first Presbyterian school 
was opened nine years ago, and there are now 
thirty-eight lu Utah and two in Colorado. The 
priests, as a class, do not believe In their ow n doc­ 
trine, as the following Incident well illustrates: 
The Bishop of Mount Pleasant, Utah, for a period 
of two months preached violent sermons against a 
certain Gentile physician who had established 
himself within the precinct of his palish. He 
sale it was an insult to God to take Gentile 
medicine and receive treatm ent from Gentile 
doctors. All good Mormons should go to tho 
holy priests with their ills and be cured by the 
laying on of hands, and the pouting of oil. 
He 
pronounced the curse of God on all who should 
become patients of the obnoxious physician. Tile 
day a.ter the bishop delivered his most tanatieal 
sermon on this subject he was attacked severely 
with bilious colic, and sent at ouee tor the Goutily 
doctor, who easily cured him. 
"How should the Mormon question be dealt 
with? I think they should he 
Deprived of A ll Civil and P olitical Rights 
in the way of Governor Murry of Utah suggested, 
‘and President Arthur recomended. T hat is. by 
revoking the act giving them these rights. dls*olv- 
ng tho Territorial civil government, and ai>- 
polntlng a commission to transact all their public 
and judicial bushless. The laws of the Territory 
should also he changed. At present Mormons 
cannot be convicted of bigamy bccaus H ie statutes 
provide that the fact of the marriage ceremonies 
must be established by witnesses. As the Endow­ 
ment House shuts up these rites, there is noway 
of obtaining a conviction. 
"If these reforms are made, many of the mon­ 
strous wrongs of the system will*be obliterated. 
Their religion, lf not meddled with tty law, will 
gradually break to nieces before the attacks of 
churches, charitable 
organizations 
aaa 
free 
schools. A reform must be accomplished very 
soon, or It is possible within five years that 
It may be too late. 
If It is difficult to legislate 
against 
the 
Mormons 
now 
what 
can be 
done when they acquire the control of tho two 
States and seven Territories in which they already 
have a finn foothold? They are Increasing with 
astonishing rapidity. 
I do not think it requires a 
very clear beau to sec what the result will be if 
effective measures are not taken. In Hie event 
that the Mormons gatu possession of the States 
and Territories mentioned, by their increase hi 
population, they will have a country to themselves 
twice as large as the Southern Confederacy had at 
the beginning of 
the 
rebellion, and 
it will 
have twice as much wealth in variety and 
extent of natural resources. 
It* exports now 
equal those of Hie present reorganized south. The 
Mormons have ban ti zed every indian Iii I tall and 
made firm allies of them, aud they are endeavor­ 
ing to do Hie same Iii the six other Territories. 
Captain Jack, with Ids handful os Sioux warriors, 
held an army at bay until he was starved oui, rn 
the mountainous lands the Mormons are serging 
to obtain, 
rile Mormons, with their present re­ 
sources, could never be starved out. In ease of 
an open declaration of Hostility they would never 
meet Hie national troops In Hie open field, but the 
fastnesses of the ‘bad lauds’ would be the strong­ 
holds sought by them aud their Indian allies.”

the carried but little freight arid only a few pas- 
■engera. We were to make our first stop at 
ielly's Island to toke on about thirty 100-day 
Den, who were golDir to our destination to bo 
lustered o u t 
We steamed out past Johnson's 
Bland, where 8000 Confederate officers were con- 
tned. passing the gunboat Michigan on the way. 
Mf Marble Head, just beyond, we met the Philo 
•arsons on her way, as we supposed, to Sandusky. 
lie two steamers exchanged salutes, and the 
(Peen ran on to Kelly’s Island, where the soldiers 
amped. who were all unarmed, aud most of them 
tifit for active service. We had to wait some 
tole before they came on board, and while we 
ty at the landing all of us were greatly surprised 
» see the Parsons run directly out Into the lake 
sstead of treading for her regular destination. 
tot one of us had the slightest suspicion of the 
ruth—that she was already In the hands of the 
ionfederates. 
We watched her for a moment,

•ck , steamed passed the Queen, and put into 
fiddle Bass Island.

Parsons lay, and silent as though she had tied up 
Dr the night.

“ ‘Three days ago, when the Parsons was lying 
at Detroil a mail I never saw before came to me 
and asked that we land today al sandwich, Wind­ 
sor. and Malden to take on board some fishermen. 
We don’t in-ua Iv stop at those places, you know, 
but I agreed to put the steamer In for these men. 
About ten came on board at each place. They 
were all roughly dressed, and seemed to have little 
to say to one onother. At Hie last place, Malden. 
tilt v brought on an old trunk ail tied up with ropes, 
which was evidently very heavy, as It took four of 
them to carry It. The porter wanted to take charge 
of ll and put U below vs itll the older baggage, hut 
several of them objected, saying that It contained 
nothing I ut fishing tackle and might as well be 
left on deck, as It was of no particular value. 
" ‘These strange men, after we left Malden.kept 
mostly on the main and upper decks. 
It was a 
bright aud beautiful day, and we steamed along 
Quietly up the lake upon as pleasant a voyage as 
the Parsons ever made. These few passengers 
you see here la the cabin were ail we had on 
loam , besides the pretended fishermen. 
We 
made our landings without trouble at North Bass, 
Put-In-Bay, Middle Bass and Kelly’s Island. Just 
after we had left the last place, and about Hic 
time we first met the Queen, the men seemed to 
be very busy about Hie trunk. Suddenly they 
rustled to all parts of the boat. Three of them 
surrounded Ute captain, 
two covered the en­ 
gineer with revolvers, and two others caught 
me in my office aud dragged me in bere. 
The 
crew, about eighteen men, were driven down Into 
the hold. They then made the engineer and two 
firemen work, and guards rtood over a wheelman 
and ordered hun how to steer. 
They rau the 
Parsons out into the lake, heaved overboard a lot 
of the pig-iron and all the rest of the freight. 
Tins light* d Hie boat very much. Nobody made 
any resistance because the attack was sudden aud 
we were outnumbered. Beale took command of 
the boat, and Burleigh was his lieutenant. Both 
declared that no womau should be harmed, and 
Beale, who had a voice ot great sweetness as well 
as strength, called out to the frightened lames: 
“ The Coofederate flag ie a guarantee of safety to 
women and children.’ 
“ ‘immediately aller our capture Captain Beale 
posted his men in the various parts of the vessel, 
so as not to excite the suspicions of the officers 
of the Queen, aud then turned her toward Middle 
Bass.’” 


DRAMATICS 0N_A FLATBOAT, 


A F lo a tin g T h e a tre F a m o u s w hen th is Gen* 
turn w as Y oung. 
“ The project now being mooted of a floating 
theatre," said Mr. George F. Browne In the New 
York Sun, "reminds me of the only one that was 
ever a success. 
It was that built by William 
Chapman, tile eldest of the wonderful Chapman 
family, not one member of which but was an 
artist, and hardly one bm was a musician. They 
were so many that it would take a long time to 
give a separate history of each. Caroline Chap­ 
man was for a long time in Burton’s company. 
Harry Chapman, a nephew of W. R., married Juda 
Drake, and was the father of the Chapman sisters, 
Blanche and Kila. The Chupmaus were English, 
and dated from Drury Lime, Loudou, very far 
back -tw o centuries ago the name was ou old 
English playbills. 
“ The family were called ‘the gypsy family,* 
because they spoke a gibberish among themselves 
that none but themselves cou d understand. 
It 
was neither a dead nor a living language, unless, 
perhaps, that of some gypsy tribe. 
It used to 
make those acting with them nervous to hear 
them jabbering this jargon. 
The name of the 
gypsy family was alterw aid fastened upon them 
by their travelling in their floating theatre. 
It 
was in rea'ity only a Mississippi flatboat, but was 
exceedingly large, as It could seat 400 people, and 
contained Hie scenery, properties, etc., aud living 
accommodations for the entire family. 
“ I cannot veil you exactly how niauy years they 
ran the flatboat, but you may judge that it was no 
Inconsiderable period from the fact that a large 
family of children was ber n to William Hamilton 
on that flouting theatre. 
Hamilton married one of 
old Chapman's daughters, and what wiiii the 
original family, the marriages and Intermarriages, 
they had sufficient people to cast even the fuiiesl 
of Shakespeare's tragedies. Of course, some of 
the parts Had to be doubled occasionally, and a 
mao who was killed in one scene would appear in 
the Dext, alive aud well, as some other ch aracter; 
but that was only In such plays as demanded.very 
large casts, Uke “ Hamlet.” 
“Orchestra they had none—that is, not in the 
front Mf their theatre—but they played all the 
necessary music bel'iud the scenes. That was In 
the day of music in plays. 
No actor or actress 
could come on then without a chord. The Trent­ 
wood robber,’ dressed iii top boots and burled Iii 
laky whiskers and wig, delivered himself of his 
vUJalnous schemes confidentially to the audience 
to pizzicato music. 
Everybody died to alow 
music. 
Iii one piece Harry Chapman, who was 
Erst violin, was on tho stage, aud so was every 
one else. Harry received a fatal sword thrust, 
and fell w Itll his head aud shoulders off the stage, 
and spoke his last speech, aud played slow music 
for himself to die by. The Chapman family were 
eveu more Ingenious in stage expedients tiiau the 
rest of the strollers of that lime. 
“ They hardly ever bought anything to eat on 
the boat, but subsisted mainly on the fish they 
caught. Ti e lines were always out trolling during 
Hie performances, and any one of them would rush 
off even In the middle of a speech to pull in a fish. 
One* night ti e cider Chapman was playing the 
fctialiner. Ile had just exclaimed: 
“ •OI), God! oh. God! what ai* the chains of 
death 
when some one bchinu cried outs 
“ ‘A Ute, a bile, I ill!’ 
“ He flew off, | mica up his line, returned and 
continued ills si ecch— 
“ ‘Compared to misery like none?’ 
“ In the same play the Stranger calls ’Francis’ 
twice, but Francis does not appear until the sec­ 
ond time of calling. 
The Siranger then Im­ 
patiently demand's: ‘Where were you when I 
called?' 
“One night the Stranger called four times before 
Francis made his appearance, and in reply to Hie 
Stranger’s question, the Chapman who played 
Francis answered, with a smile of great satisfac­ 
tion: 
“ ’I w as hauling in the finest nine-pound cat-flsb 
you ever laid your eyes on.’ 
“ It was jokingly said that the Chapmans always 
smelt Ashy, even years atter they had given up the 
flatboat. 
I used to fancy so.” 
“Did they eat nothing hut Ash?” 
“Oh, yes. they 
had plenty of 
provisions. 
They would take chickens, eggs, hams, meat, 
flour, butter, com, and anything of that kiud 
as admittance fees, and as the farmers were 
very liberal with such commodities, you .may 
be sure Hie floating actors had a variety of food 
and plenty of It. Of course they charged an ad ­ 
mittance fee, aud as it was in the old slavery 
times, Hie Southerners were not stingy. 
They 
would inquire: ‘How much to see the show?’ and 
being told—I forget the scale of prices, hut think 
it was high—they would fling down a #10 or $20 
gold piece and uever Walt for change. 
Then, too, 
there J revailed a custom of throwing money to 
the | erforiner* instead of flowers, and lf any thing 
pleased the fancy of the audience, like a dance or 
a song, they would shower dow n th e ‘yellow boys.’ 
I fancy that custom would even now be acceptable 
to some of our performers. 
“ I do not think the floating gypsies had any 
bills—certainly not any programmes. They drew 
up to a wharf, moored, aud put out a canvas an­ 
nouncing their entertainment. This was sufficient. 
The news that ‘the players had come’ soon spread 
among the country folk, and long before the doors 
were opened the farmers and planters, with their 
families, trenton hand, in every style of convey­ 
ance, and loaded down with the*, hest products of 
that rich and fertile country. 
“ It took the Chapman family pretty much a 
whole season to travel dowu the Mississippi and 
Ohio. The men did the navigating, the women 
the cooking. They Anally broke up Hie show, be­ 
coming weary of the life, I ut not because U was 
not profitable, for the small places they usually 
played Iii never saw any theatre but theirs. Tliey 
never played iii the large cities, like Cincinnati, 
although they often laid up there fur a while. 
They drifted apart, going various ways, each win­ 
ning moue or less renown.” 


HISTORY OF THE BEARD. 


A Terrible Record of Masculine 
Folly. 


Clergymen and Barristers Reproved and 
Dishonored for Sot Shaving

The history of Hie beard Is a terrible record of 
male folly*. 
If some Inhabitant of a superior 
sphere were called down to hear the ease, as In 
Leigh Hunt’s apologue the angel is called Into 
arbitrate between the iii n and the flail, what 
would he say when It was t us presented? Here 
is a ualuraj growth, which Is commonly allowed to 
be ornamental, which certainly conceals what are 
often the weaner aud less shapely parts of the 
face, which helps to protect important organs of 
life, the removal of which Is tedious, painful, and, 
In possibility at least, dangerous—was not Diony­ 
sius 
compelled to singe off 
his beard with 
hot 
walnut 
shells, 
for 
fear 
of 
letting a 
razor 
approach 
his 
tyrannous 
throat?—aud 
yet 
at 
various 
epociis 
sundry 
nations 
have agreed, as 
far 
as might 
be, 
to re­ 
move 
It—and 
not 
only 
this, 
but 
to 
make its removal a test of mental sanity arid moral 
goodness. 
It Is this last fact, the bigotry, so to 
speak, which has commonly been associated with 
tills fashion, that makes the history of the beard 
so strange, and, we may venture to say, so humili­ 
ating a record. Does It not s em absolutely In­ 
credible that, not more than a quarter of a century 
ago, Archbishop Tail, then bishop of London, an 
excel Bonally liberal prelate, actually forbade one 
of his dei gy, a man of the highest character, to 
read prayers In Ills own chut ch on the occasion of 
a confirmation, because he had the sense to let the 
hair grow on his upper lip; and that Lord Justice 
Kuigbt Bruce ansolutely refused to hear, in fact 
Ignored the presence of a bearded young barrister 
who attempted to address bim; aud that In a 
case well known to the present writer, all the dig­ 
nified machinery of a governing body of a school 
was called in by (be head m aster to compel an In- 
no vat ng colleague to shave. 
These instances are striking because they are 
recent, hut the whole history of the subject is full 
of the most curious anomalies. Iii earlier antiquity 
the wearing of the beard was, with the exception 
of Egypt, where the priests certainly were shaven, 
universally customary. It was, Indeed, held to be 
peculiarly sacred. To touch it was to make 


T h e M oat Solem n A p p ea l 
possible to compassion (a fact possibly connected 
with the helplessness of a mau so grasped). 
Shaving seems to have become common after the 
best days of Greece had passed. Alexander the 
Great is represented with a beardless face; aud 
he Is said to have made his Macedonians doff their 
beards, as affording a dangerous hold to the enemy 
in close combat. It was certainly one oi the Greek 
fashion* that made their way into Rome, and after 
a long struggle it seems to have prevailed. Bar­ 
bers from Sicily are said to have settled In the 
city as early as 300 B. C. Conservatives, such as 
Cato the Elder, teem to have fiercely resisted 
the change, Scipio Afrtcauus the Younger Is 
said to have beeu the first who shaved daily. But 
the fashion prevailed. Tile hernia of the great 
Romans of Hie last age of Ute republic are beard­ 
less; aud Hie custom seems to have continued 
•luring the eariy empire. To be able to grow a 
beard was. of course, a sign of inau'y years, aud 
the young ltomaus cultivated It as diligently as 
an ambitious Urn among ourselves; but to cut It 
off was a uecetsary sacrifice to custom; though, 
if we may judge from au expressiou In one of 
Cicero’s loiters, there w ataclassof ultra-fashiona­ 
ble youth who wore a small beard. Augustus the 
Elder, Pliny tells us, always used the razor. 
“ Bearded” became a synonyms for something old­ 
fashioned and even silly. The philosophers, how­ 
ever, still were champions of nature, though not 
always creditable champions, as they were often 
believed to make the beard and its accompani­ 
ment Hie cloak, serve in tile stead of both wisdom 
aud virtue. Some of toe emperors, however, after 
the end of the first century of our era, seem to 
have worn the beard; Julian, in the fourth cen­ 
tury, being a conspicuous example. 
In our own country the English before the Con­ 
quest were commonly bearded, though the Nor­ 
man fashion of shaving was creeping In, lust as 
the Greek fashion had crept into Rome. “An 
army of priests," was the report brought back by 
Harold’s spy front the camp of the Invaders. Tile 
conquerors of Senlac seem to have imposed their 
custom of shaving ut ou Hie conquered, and it was 
otic of Hie grievances of the English under their 
new masters that they were compelled to shave. 
Alter two centuries, 
however, beards 
again 
asserted their right to exist. The poi traits of 
pre-reformation founders at Oxford and Cam­ 
bridge frequently display the beard; and it seems 
to have gone paitialiy out of fashion In the days 
of the Tudors. 
Dr. Doran tells us that the 
benchers of Lincoln's Inn forbade any bearded 
person to sit at the table uuless he paid for double 
commons. Still, there are conspicuous excep- 
lions. The beard which Sir Thomas More moved 
oui of the way of Un- executioners axe has become 
famous. The appendage, too, must have been 
common, when Elizabeth thought it worth while 
to impose

of more thau a fortnight’s growth. The Reform­ 
ers, again, cci tautly were bearded, as In the 
earlier half of the next century were the states­ 
men aud prelates of the Stuart monarchy. Mean­ 
while, shaving became more and more common 
among the ecclesiastics of Hie Roman church (the 
Greek communion, conservative in tills as in all 
things, has always clung to the beard), though the 
Popes as late as the end of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury seem not to have personally followed the 
practice. 
With us shaving became almost uni­ 
versal with the Restoration, the second Charles, 
with whom the growth seem to have been natu­ 
rally deficient, setting the fashion. Still there 
were those who reiused to surrender the beard. 
In Ely Cathedral, for instance, as late as the first 
decade of the eighteenth century, we see a 
bearded effigy of a bishop of the see. 
Then came a long period, lasting down almost 
to this generation, during which no words were 
Lard enough for the audacious creature who dared 
to show himself in the haunts of hts fellows as, it 
may be presumed, nature had Unended him to be. 
He was supposed to be revolutionary In politics 
and h em teal in la it ll, lf not positively aa atheist. 
Persons not yet middle aged will remember how 
fiercely the controversy raged. 
It sounds ladl­ 
er us now to a younger 
generation, which, 
thanks to the struggles of their elders, enjoy 
a perfect freedom in such m atters; hut it was 
not a laughing m atter at the time. 
Bishops 
and Judges, as has beeu said before, not only 
denounced but persecuted the 
bi aid. 
Mas­ 
ters forbade it to their 
employes. 
A well­ 
known West End bank, with a certain humor 
that does something to atone for Hie tyranny of 
the act, issued an edict that “Gentlemen were not 
to wear beards or moustaches during 
office 
hours.” Congregations deserted ministers who 
had (be presumption to appear, as according to all 
tradition, and indeed, all probability, the founder 
of their religion appeared. Slowly the opposition 
became less vehement. A bearded clergyman 
was appointed to a bishopric (uot in England. It 
is true—that has not yet, we think, happened), 
and declined lo f How the suggestion of bis met­ 
ropolitan, and shave. 
Now every man may do as 
he pleases; but certainly, while he has to own to 
a record of such unreasonable intolerance on the 
part • f hts own sex he cannot say much about 
feminine subservience to fasnton. 


O rigin of th e B ato n . 
[Behrravla.t 
The baton was first used at the King’s Theatre 
by Chelard. 
He came over at Mouck Mason’s in­ 
vitation w ith a Get mau compony In 1832, and 
always conducted with a baton. Before thai the 
leader alone with his violin bow conducted the 
orchestra, Costa Instantly saw the advantage of 
the balon, and adopted it from (hat time. 
But the 
practice was much criticised, both in the case of 
Weber and Mendelssohn, who used it In conduct­ 
ing for tile Philharmonic Society. Ella told me 
Hut Mendelssohn, In company with Meyerbeer 
ana Costa, were diuiiig with him the day atter the 
Philharmonic rehearsal aud was so much annoyed 
at Ute impertinent rem arks made by the leaders 
of the orchestra, who criticised bls use of the 
baton, that he was seriously thinking of giving It 
ap, when Ella exclaimed wine bi* usual strong 


sense, “ My dear Mendelssohn, do no such thing; 
don’t pay anv attention to them ; lf you give up 
Hie baton to please them It will lie put down to 
cowardice on your part.” Both Costa and Meyer­ 
beer urged Hie leaders to set a good example by 
acce; ting the baton. This decided Mendelssohn 
and he retained tie use of the baton, which was 
also used by Moschek-s an * has heel* retained 
ever since.

Entertainments— 
Saint Patrick's Dram. 


Drums are said to have 
been invented by 
Bacchus, the noisiest of the gods, and the cym­ 
bals of his revels were appropriately fitted with 
asses’ skin. But when, says the London Tele­ 
graph, the merry divinity Is described as carrying 
his wlne-cup through the world ou Hie sword’s 
point, and compelling every nation, as Mahomet 
did with the Koran, to accept or take tho fatal 
consequences, Bacchus is said t i have Improved 
the cymbal into a drum. And. though it is not 
anywhere so stated, there would be nothing irra­ 
tional in supposing that the ease with wiiich the 
bibulous general overcame the world was largely 
due to the outrageous novelly of his military hand. 
Up to that time antiquity bad been accustomed to 
the signals of the trumpet, and soldiers, shouting 
together, made their own music. Tile tones of 
the lyre, pipe and flute were the loudest noises 
they made In Greece under Hie name of music. 
Yet these were dulcet and gentle, lyric in fact, 
and not suited to Hie roll of the epic or the tiiun* 
der of tragedy. 
How the war dances of the Spar­ 
tans would have been enhanced in dignity b d 
th. re been a drum among the chorus! 
"Dancing to song,” says Bacon, "is a thing of 
great state; bat let the songs be loud and cheer­ 
ful, not chirping or pili ng” ; and that warlike 
king of Scythia w«s right who said that he pre­ 
ferred the neighing of a horse to any of Hie scran­ 
nel strains mea picked with their fingers off the 
strings of the cithar or phorminx. 
The reeds of 
Pan and Syrinx and Jubal wore no doubt all sweet 
enough; but, as compared with the m ajestic voice 
of the drum, they were as the ‘‘leathery creak, or 
email residual extra squeak” of the damaged 
organ-bellows as compared with the full-breathed 
diapason of that tremendous Instrument when it 
shakes the building with a gathering storm of 
sound. 
For, Hie organ excepted, there has 
been 
no 
Instrument 
ever 
made 
that 
has 
such 
powers as the drum. 
In the trumpet 
there is something of the cry of victory. 
Oil the 
battlefield it takes a human voice. A t all times 
it is blood-stirring. But there Is In toe drum a 
dignity of tone that Is only matched by the first 
menacing thunders of the rousing Hon. When it 
actually does roar the utterance of the beast has 
not so much of terror In it as that rolling, half- 
m uttered growl which leads up to the actual out­ 
burst. Tile drum never does roar. 
It seems, 
even when loudest, to be still reserving itself tor a 
crisis, which never arrives. So Niagara is tre­ 
mendous. Listening to It, it seems as lf now, and 
now, and now the awtul utterance of the cataract 
must surely come to a climax. But It never 
does. And the effect of tills sustained reser­ 
vation of strength is prodigious, overpowering. 
In the same way, though, of course, In infinitely 
smaller 
degree, the drum asserts Its claim 
to be, emphatically, the music of 
war. 
It 
supports the othgr instrum ents with a background 
of 
deep-voiced tneuace, and gives dignity to 
every passage in which it is beard. No wonder, 
therefore, that when Bacchus had shown them 


H o w to M a k e mo M ach N o ise 
the Egyptains imitated the vinous rioter, or that 
other countries copied it from them, so that when 
hi course of centuries the Moors introduced the 
instrum ent in Europe it soon spread over the 
coniine ut. 
England can claim a lion’s share of the dram. 
Everybody has known, since Daniel W ebster said 
it, how our "m orning drum-beat, following the 
sun, aud keeping company with the hours, circles 
the earth with one continuous and unbroken 
strain of tho m artial airs of England,” and 
during the half-century that bas elapsed since 
then tile uatioual rub-a-dub-dub has travelled into 
many strange lands. 
But go where it may, the British drum Is sure to 
find an indigenous variety of the species. In India 
during the mutinies the rebels mustered from 
north, east, south and west, tap-tapping as they 
cam e; Hie bazaars and countryside were all noisy 
with tam-tams recruiting for the mutineers. 
In 
Abyssinia we fouud King Theodore’s soldiers 
marching 
to the sound of 
kettie-drums. 
In 
Ashantee these instrum ents not only made the 
forest fastnesses of Koflee KalkaiH perpetually 
hideous, but were among that potentate’- insignia 
of sovereignly, Tile Afghans mid drums, and so 
had the Zulus. The Black Flags, with whom Hie 
French are now fighting, use them, and so do the 
Arabs and Nubians of, the Soudaa So all the 
world over—if noise Is the object in view—whether 
in war times or in peace, the drum is always 
lo the front. For one thiug it Is an instrum ent out 
of which it is very easy to extract noise. 
There is no long apprenticeship needed to be 
able to thump a drum. It is within th© reach of 
the meanest capacity. In the west of America it 
is sometimes used for summoning the folk to 
chapel, reminding them, iu I act, that it is Sunday, 
and on these occasions there Is much competition 
among Hie local youth as to which of them shall 
bang Hie parchment. The community has not to 
pay for a professional drummer, 
it is an instinct 
i f humanity to make a noise, and, though Hie in­ 
firmities of advancing age Incline the elderly to 
avoid it, youth is alway forward in the m atter. 
W hat delights the rugged urchin more than a 
tin can? Was there ever a child yet that, lf 
left alone with a tea-tray did not proceed to 
thump it? To ingratiate one’s self with a juvenile 
it 
is only necessary to give 
him 
a drum. 
They of his household may consecrate your 
memory to undying odium in consequence of 
the gilt—but what of tnat? You have made 
the boy as happy as he can be. H ie same desire 
to be loudly heard survives to (be end of life 
among savages. Travellers call it “ barbarous 
music,” but the savage does-not mean it for music 
at all. He intends it for what it is, aud nothing 
more, a prodigious noise. 
W'heu the King of Monl oddo gives a party, it is 
a m atter for beheading if any one comes without 
an instrum ent of some kind, and the honors of the 
evening remain witti that side of the reception- 
room which ma es the more hideous din. There 
Is no bandmaster, no rehearsal of .the entertain­ 
ment. But everybody is sunposed to blow aud 
beat as hard as he or she can, and success Is 
gauged by Hie aggregate sum of the disturbance 
thus created. Everybody oerfornis independently, 
aud the King of Mouboddo is said to be much 
gratified by these concerts, and rather prides him­ 
self upou being a patron of the arts. Pron (lieut 
among his musical instrum ents are corneal drums, 


C overed w i t h H u n a n Akia, 
the peoDle of Mouboddo being, unfortunately, 
cannibals, and garnished, as to Hie edges, with a 
chaste adornment of human teeth, fragments of 
skull and similar indigestible morsels. 
Wiiat an abyss separates the Central African 
from Hie tam-iam of the Asiatic bazaar, and yet 
Hie chasm between Hie tam-tam aud the majestic 
cylinder upon widen the tambour-major performs 
is even greater. For the taiu-tums may be reason­ 
ably reckoned among the drawbacks of residence 
lh the East. Snakes, great ileal, cholera, mos­ 
quitoes, perjury and tam-tams are the chief in­ 
conveniences which Europeans experience in 
Asia, and the chiefest, perhaps, is the last on the 
list. Snakes can be easily guarded against; the 
heat eau be moduli d by the proper appliances, or 
fled iron) to the hills; cholera is a m atter of kismet 
lf it will he so it must he; mosquitoes are baith d 
by curtains; perjury can be un is hod; but how ls 
Hie tam-tam to be circum vented? I he oriental 
Is Hie most J ersisieut of performers, the tani-tam 
Hie most monotonous of instruments. 
Without 
being loud, it Is very far-reaching; and, iii the 
dead, still nights of the Indian hot weather, the 
abominable souml from which the thing takes Its 
name can be heard throbbing on the air in a score 
of directions. Every village has Its musicians, aud 
no concert Is too long for the Hindoo to squat out, 
And so there they sit, hour pf tot hour, dismally t ip- 
plng on the wretched kettle-drum, UH the listener 
longs for slie-i ears to come out from the woods 
and devour them all. 
It is no use trying to forget 
the sound—to Dretend that you eau not hear It, tor 
the tam-tam, a mile away though it be, might as 
well be mslae the listener's bead and the per­ 
former be striking his tympanum Instead of the 
detestable parchment. 
It is a small instrument, 
too, this prodigious nuisance, and, perhaps, the.e- 
fore all the more odious. The extreme youth of 
the urchin who is squeaking on a penny whistle 
aggravates bls offence, Just aa the very diminutive 


size of a mosquito makes its exasperating recita­ 
tive «o Intolerable. 
Yet the tam-tam is the Astatic analogue of the 
European drum ; and how wide the difference 
between them!—as wide as Hie distant** between 
the pines of the Punch arid Judy man and those 
with which Sigurd made the raft i s of the ban­ 
queting hail reel ana set Hie furniture all agog. 
For Hie modern drum as placed hy skilled bands­ 
men is a very noble instrument indeed. 
It adds 
dignity to Hie procession of princes, terror to the 
advance of armies, and a solemnity to death itself. 
No voice heralds the a: pro,u h of royalty so be­ 
fittingly—“ Let Hie drums be beat; the emperor 
comes I” 
When recalling Ills eventful career, 
Othello hears the "sp rlt-stlrring" roll of the 
drum, 
in Hie Dead March from “Saul” what a 
surpassing gravity pos-es^es tile music as the 
drums pour out their muffled ti udders. 
Besides, was It not with a drum that the blessed 
St. Patrick drove all Hie snakes out of Ireland? 
lie drummed them out of Hie island, too, with 
such fervor that he made a hole in the skin, 
hut an anvel appeared aud miraculously patched 
it up, and the saint was able to I ring this “Gland 
March of the Varmints” to a success!ul leiuiiua- 
tion. 


CAT TALK. 


T h e E m in en t F rien d s of th e L ittle A nim al 
—Ite l a n c u a t e , 
rLondon News.] 
The cat is a beast oi very ancient lineage and 
high degree. Perhaps It was bom Nubia that Hie 
Egyptians got Hie cat, which they at once beg in 
to worship as Hie Goddess Pasht- The etymology 
of Hie names for Hie cat throw little or no light on 
its original home. A recent American writer 
mentions some cliildien who invented a "cat 
language.” In which cats could be Intelligently 
addressed. Oddly rnough, a French philos") her, 
Dupont de Nemours, had anticipated tills childish 
Idea, and made considerable researches Into tho 
language which cats talk among themselves. 
He 
decid d i lint cats, which have a more extensive 
view of Uie world from the tree-tops and house­ 
tops than dogs enjoy, have also a more fully de­ 
veloped language than their natural euemles. 
“ In c cat bas a speech Iii which all the vowels 
of Hie dog are found, with six consonants Into the 
bargain; these being-rn, n, u, h, y ami f. 
Hence 
tile cal has a far greater number of words than 
the dog; hence, too, its superior intelligence 
and cunning.” 
The Abbe Ualianl, a famous wit. was also fond 
of studying cats. 
He maintained that "the lan­ 
guage of the tom is quite different from that of 
the tabby, a» It ought to be.” In this case cats 
resemble several savage races (such as Hie Car- 
rlbs, aud a people mentioned by Herodotus), In 
that the males and females of the race speak 
twenty different tongues. 
The abbe detected 
"more thau twenty inflections iii Hie language of 
cals.” He was certain that “eats always use the 
same sound to express the same tiling.” These 
philosophers might well have wondered, like 
Montaigne, what their cat was thinking of their 
diversions. Chateaubriand, a great friend of cats, 
bad rather a good story of a ghost of a cat, accom­ 
panied by a ghost of a wooden leg, which used to 
walk up and down stairs together in an ancient 
house. 
Aud if cats have a language, why should 
they not leave ghosts behind them ? 
Among the most Illustrious friends of cats have 
been Victor Hugo, Tlieopliile Gautier, Prosper 
Merlmee, Cliateaubrland, Cardinal W olsey, Riche­ 
lieu aud Mahomet. 
The cat of Mahomet was 
named Muezza, and for this worthy animal he 
showed the highest consideration. 
One day Hie 
cat toil asleep on toe wide sleeve el the prophet’s 
coak 
Mahomet had a business engagement, but 
he could uot dream of disturbing Muezza. 
At 
last, as the m utter became pressing, Hits good­ 
natured prophet cut the sleeves o.t his coat, went 
about his business, and left Muezza to repose. 
Chateaubriand thought, aud Ju>tly, tiiat the inde­ 
pendence of the cat was one of its most remark­ 
able features. There is always one wiio loves aud 
one who lets himself he loved in ev< ry affair of 
the heart, aud the cal invariably occupies the lat­ 
ter position. Aud wily uoi? “ Mau has sought 
the society of the cat, it is uot the cat that lias 
sought Ute society of man,” says Cliainpfleui y. 
It 
Is a natural, comfortable, selfish, Independent ani­ 
mal, aud probably its society is valued because it 
bo obviously and uuafiecteuly makes the best of 
tins life without pretending to any enthusiasm for 
humanity.
